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Black Cat changes, Mortar Board decides

Mortar Board, the national sen- 
ior honor society of Agnes Scott College, 
voted last week on proposed changes to 
alter the events of Black Cat week. 
Members meet weekly to discuss and 
plan the events with Co-Presidents 
Shayla Thomas '03 and Jamaiya Havel 
‘03. After only two official meetings, the 
organization decided to make six specific 
changes to the events of Black Cat 2002, 
including cancellations, additions and 
alterations. 

The cancellation of pranks this 
year is already a controversial subject, 
with both relief and disappointment 


among students, faculty, and administra-_ 


tors. Despite the arguments in favor of 
and against this decision, pranks are offi- 
cially not part of Black Cat this year. 
"Over the past few years the many 
restrictions placed on pranks have defeat- 
ed the original purpose of the category. 
So often pranks have been misinterpreted 


or gone completely unnoticed by the rest 
of the campus. A prank by definition 
should be uninhibited and spontaneous 
and because Mortar Board is unable to 
ensure this, we feel it is best to omit them 
from the judging process," said Thomas 
and Havel: 

Although Mortar Board mem- 
bers removed pranks from the agenda, 
they also added an eyent not for judging, 
but for socialization and bonding 
amongst classes. Mortar Board hopes to 
revive the "Family Picnic on the Quad," 
an almost forgotten tradition at Agnes 
Scott. The event will replace dinner on 
Friday, Oct. 4 at 5 p.m. Students will eat 
free with the presentation of their ID 
cards, and Dean Hudson has agreed to 
pay forall faculty and staff and their fam- 
ilies, Food, drinks and face painting will 
be available. Classes can gather at the 
picnic, dressed for Junior Production and 
line-up after dinner to process into 
Gaines Chapel. 


In addition to these major 


changes, members also voted to alter a 
few existing events. The trivia competi- 
tion, for example, will be different than 
last year. At the beginning of Black Cat 
week, Sunday, Sept. 29 at midnight, a list 
of questions, submitted by various facul- 
ty members, will be emailed to the Black 
Cat chairs of each class. Each class will 
have until Thursday, Oct. 3 at 5 p.m. to 
find answers. 

As with trivia, Mortar Board 
members also voted to amend this year's 
‘Black Cat service project. Beginning on 
Monday, Sept. 30, one of four adminis- 
trators' offices will be open to each class 
for-"canning." Each class is challenged 
to take as many canned goods as possible 
to their respective administrator's office. 

Yet another change this year 
involves the song competition. Each 
class, as always, will prepare a class song 
and a sister song, to be performed at the 
bonfire and at Junior Production. This 
year, a time limit of 10 minutes per class 
will be followed as part of judging, dur- 


ing which members of each class must 
complete the singing of both their class 
and sister songs. Senior will be awarded 
five extra minutes during which they may 
sing past class songs. However, what is 
performed or sung in these last five min- 
utes will not be judged. 

A change in schedule concerm- 
ing the Bonfire has been made as well. In 
keeping with the date of bonfires from 
previous years, the Bonfire will be held 
Thursday night. Oct. 3, rather than on 
Wednesday as the handbook now states. 

Mortar Board members are 
excited about Black Cat this year, and 
will distribute more information concem- 
ing the week as it approaches. 
Committees are meeting and finalizing 
rules. One final and secret change 
remains to be released. "Watch out for 
some new roaming black cats!" says 
Mortar Board members. 


Economical, charitable contribution: 
Habitat for Humanity's first formal wear drive

Just eight years ago, a Habitat 
for Humanity chapter was founded at 
Agnes Scott. This Christian-based volun- 
teer building organization was estab- 
lished here by the daughter of Habitat for 
Humanity's original founder, Millard 
Fuller. The chapter's main goal is to 
assist in ending poverty housing in the 
Decatur community and beyond, as well 
as to empower women by constructing 
houses by hand. 

Unfortunately, the chapter's 
membership has rapidly decreased in the 
past several years. Attendance at the bi- 
monthly meetings was notably low, 
builds were infrequent, funds were low, 
and the chapter's executive board needed 
re-organization. 

In the fall of 2001, the slow 
decline of the chapter was halted. Four 
new executive board positions were cre- 
ated including Public Relations Manager, 
Historian, Fundraising Chair, and 
Affiliate Chair. 


Altogether, seven new officers 
were elected for the 2002 school year: 
Kristin Youngquist '04 - President, Laura 
Creamer '03 - Vice President, Christie Oh 
'03 - Treasurer, Michelle Spinnato ‘04 - 
Public Relations Manager, Briana Dayton 
‘0S. - Histonan/Secretary, Shawnte 
Rogers '04 - Fundrasing Chair, and 
Abbey Weith '04 - Affiliate Chair. 

The first challenge for the offi- 
cers was to organize a successful Sleep 
Out on the Quad fundraiser for the chap- 
ter. The eight women that volunteered to 
sleep out on the quad in cardboard boxes 
raised over seven hundred dollars. That 
money helped to send eight Agnes Scott 
women to Columbus, Georgia for an 
alternative Habitat for Humanity Spring 
Break trip last March. These women 
built an entire house in thirty-two hours. 

This year, the chapter has 
expanded its goals to include even more 
fundraisers, additional builds, and 
increased campus and community sup- 
port. 

The largest challenge for this 


semester will be the Habitat chapter's first 
formal wear fundraiser, While planning 
original fundraisers for the semester, the 
new officers thought that having the cam- 
pus community donate dresses and other 
formal wear (including tuxedos, shoes, 
jewelry, accessories, etc.) and reselling 
these items to others would benefit the 
chapter and students looking for formal 
wear before Black Cat. The idea of sell- 
ing donated formal wear was expanded to 
also. include formal wear rentals. 
Students will "donate" their formal wear 
for other students to rent for the night. 
Habitat will include the cost of dry clean- 
ing into the price of the rental. 

Donated items will be collected 
from 11 a.m. to 2 p.m. Sept. 16 through 
20 in Evans. The formal wear fundrasier 
will take place on Sept. 24 and 25 from 
10 am to 3 pm in the Hub. Depending on 
the value of each item and the cost of dry- 
cleaning, the items will be between $10 
and $50. 

All unsold items will be donated 
to the Cinderella Project, a local charity 


that collects donated dresses and acces- 
sones and redistributes them to young 
women who cannot afford prom dresses. 

The Habitat for Humanity chap- 
ter is hoping that this fundrasier will be as 
successful, if not more than the last Sleep 
Out on the Quad fundrasier. 

"Tam really excited about this 
coming year with Habitat. I think this 
formal wear drive is a wonderful start to 
the year," said Youngquist. 


Habitat hopes to send even more 
women on the alternative Spring Break 
trip to an unspecified location in March. 
Eventually, the chapter hopes to raise 
money, specifically $5,000, to contribute 
to their own house in the Decatur area.

Recalling lessons learned: 


September 12, 2001

No, the date of this arti- 
cle is not a typographical error. As 
I write this article, and am 
assigned to reflect on the tragic, 
unjust event that forever changed 
our way of life, I would rather 
focus on the day after Sept. 11, 
2001. The following day in which 
our once complacent, invulnera- 
ble perspective abruptly changed, 
we became Americans who felt 
insecure, frightened, and maybe 
even angry and revengeful. It was 
a day where we questioned the 
rationale behind such absolute ter- 
ror and hatred; a day that many, 
even a year later, cannot fathom. 

The subsequent day held 
no immediate answers; it only left 
us grappling to piece two and two 
together. We were forced to 
grieve for the loss of many 
Americans, and face the fact that 
our history would forever be 
scarred with this cruel act.

For thirty minutes or so, all labels 
and categories were capitulated, 
and we were united. As we lifted 
up our voices and our hearts, we 
reflected on our fellow Americans 
who weren't as blessed to be alive, 
and those who were working tire- 
lessly to rescue people who were 
trapped inside the World Trade 


Center towers. 

On the Quad I saw peo- 
ple embracing each other, whether 
they knew one another or not. I 
witnessed students and faculty 
willing to be a shoulder to cry on, 
a sounding board, a familiar face 
in the time of trouble. Through the 
vast media, I looked upon fire- 
fighters, unsung heroes, risking 
their lives to rescue complete 
strangers. On the steps of the 
Capitol, congresswomen and men 
participated in a touching rendi- 
tion of "God Bless America." 
Throughout the church communi- 
ty, ministers, elders, and laymen 
consoled and tried to soothe their 
congregation's fears. 

The terronists' actions are 
still inexplicable, but yet they are 
etched forever in the fabric of our 
history. It was once asked, "What 
good could come out of some- 
thing so evil?" It may be hard to 
fathom, but something good did in 
fact emerge from the devastation. 
The uniting of our campus com- 
munity, the uniting of our state, 
but most importantly, the uniting 
of our nation and other countries 
of the world can be considered 
"good." The putting aside of our 
differences and realizing that we 
are all humans can be considered 
"good" as well. 

The promising aspect of 
Sept. 11, 2001 is that I know that 
we can keep toiling for more days 
like Sept.12, in which we merged 
as One. A day where racism, clas- 
sism, sexism, and all other dis- 
criminatory acts would be non- 
existent; a day where we realized 
that the greatest gift of all is love. 
A day where there was no you, 
they, or them, yet in fact, it was

In my observations of 
stories on the news and interactions on campus, 
I know I'm not alone, This is probably an even 
greater tragedy. 

I do not like to think that those thou- 
sands of innocent people died so we would get 
these lessons. Or that until recently, many of us 
had already forgotten them. Therefore, | would 
like to get up on my proverbial soapbox and 
remind you of those things worth remembering 
and living for. This is my ideal world. 

First of all, life is too short and those 
you love may pass away at any time. That is 
why it is essential that you do not assume that 
those closest to you know how you feel - take 
the time to remind them every day if possible. 
Do not hold petty grudges against anyone either. 
The guilt you will later feel for not forgiving and 
forgetting is not worth years or months of satis- 
faction that you stood your ground. Love and be 
loved, and don't let the opportunities to do so 


pass you by. 


Another lesson is to develop your spir- 
ituality, Some do this by believing in some 
higher power, such as God, Yahweh, Allah, or 
Buddha. Others meditate on and find peace in 
nature or even a kind of faith within themselves. 
Life and loss are much easier to cope with when 
you have some type of conviction. Pray or med- 
itate regularly in order to achieve a rich spiritu- 
al life. Attend a place of worship or gather with 
friends to discuss beliefs. And do not quarrel 
about the "true" religion or Supreme Being, or if 
there is one at all - the only thing that mattes is 
that your spiritual beliefs are true and real to 
you. Over all, recall that religious and fanatical 
are not synonyms; the majority of Muslims are 
not terrorists, and there are few Jerry Falwells in 
this world. 

Third, you cannot change the world by 
yourself. You can, however, change your world. 
Give everyone copious amounts of respect and 
love. Do not expect all reciprocal relationships. 
It can be just as fulfilling to know that you are 
spreading your own peace and joy. You might 
change lives and never know. The reward is in 
the act. | bet that you will find that being kind 
to everyone will make you happier and more 
tolerant of others. 

Finally, that day and the months that 
followed Sept. 11 showed me that you don't 
have to be Hercules to be a hero. So, no excus- 
es - be someone's hero. This doesn't mean that 
you have to join the military or min for 
President. It can be as simple as volunteering 
for Hands on Atlanta, reading a book to a child, 
or building a house with Habitat for Humanity. 
Being a hero for one person can mean as much 
as for fifty people. Get involved in your com- 
munity without worrying that you're doing too 
much or not enough. The simple act of doing 
something, of wanting to help someone, is 
enough. 

These are the important life lessons 
necessary to function in a post-Sept. 11 world. 
On the anniversary of that fateful day, it is nec- 
essary to recommit ourselves to positive change, 
Perhaps these ideas are a little utopian - but 
remember, I'm trying not to be so cynical any- 
more.

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Pilot or Policeman?

Regular citizens aren't the only 
ones afraid to fly. Immediately after 
hijackers crashed American Airlines and 
United flights 11, 175, 77, and 93 into the 
World Trade Center, the Pentagon, and a 
field in Somerset, P.A., commercial air- 
line pilots clamored for protection. 
Airline Pilots Association (Alpa) presi- 
dent Duane Woerth identified the insecu- 
rities in cockpits: doors must be opened 
to allow pilots access to bathrooms and 
for meals. 

Alpa, which represents 64,000 
pilots and 45 major airlines, supports the 
new bill passed on Sept. 5 by the U.S. 
Senate allowing commercial airline pilots 
the right to carry a loaded gun. The bill, 
sponsored by Senator Bob Smith (R- 
N.H.) and Senator Barbara Boxer (D- 
CA.), is actually an amendment to the bill 
authorizing the Homeland Security 
Department and the Senate component of 
a movement passed earlier this summer 
by the House of Representatives. 

There is a reason why firearms 
are not allowed on airplanes. 
"Discharging a firearm inside an airplane 
could result of course in a hole in the 
fuselage or more seriously in the loss of a 
window. The latter would cause a pretty 
rapid depressurization of the cabin, tak- 
ing a few minutes," said Dr. Arthur 
Bowling, Associate Professor and Chair 
of the Physics Department. At 30,000 feet 
above earth the outside air pressure is 
much lower than inside the airplane, so 
even a single bullet could rip a large hole 
the aluminum sides of the fuselage. 
Contrary to popular belief, a hole in the 
fuselage will not suck out passengers, but 
it will suck out all the air. Dr. Bowling's 
concern is how the pilots could bring a 
punctured plane to safety quickly enough 
and still have time to put on oxygen 
masks. Even if rubber bullets are used, 
one striking a window could also end in 
disaster. 

Officials have presented alterna- 
tives to guns. For example, United 
Airlines purchased 1,300 stun guns and 
trained 9,000 pilots to use them, as well 
as reinforcing the steel doors on cockpits. 


The Federal Air Marshals pro- 
gram alone is a viable alternative. The 
Air Marshal program started in the 1970s, 
with "Sky Marshals" flying back and 
forth from Florida and Cuba, keeping 
hijackers at bay. In 1985, President 
Reagan expanded the program so mar- 
shals now fly on every major U.S. airline, 
every day of the year. After Sept. 11, the 
FAA hired even more men and women 
for the job. "It seems to me that a reason- 
able strategy is to lock the pilots in the 
cockpit behind tough doors and have a 
Standing policy that they should stay in 
the cockpit no matter what threats occur, 
with highly trained air marshals present 
on as many randomly selected flights as 
possible," said Dr, Bowling. 

The opposition to the new bill, 
despite pilots' concerns, is considerable. 
How many of us feel comfortable know- 
ing the pilot, whose first concern should 
be piloting the craft, is an inexperienced 
marksman? For many, the risks are sim- 
ply not worth it. Even Transportation 
Security Administration officials and 
Homeland Security Director Tom Ridge 
opposed the bill. Questions of liability 
arose: who would be responsible if an 
accident with a firearm caused a major 
catastrophe? Could passengers sue the 
airline? What about international legisla- 
tion? The new bill will require self- 
defense training for flight attendants. It 
will also require them to wear wireless 
devices and to operate video cameras in 
cabins. The costs of these measures will 
be astronomical, stressing an already 
heavily taxed airline economy. 

The idea is to be better equipped 
than your enemy, but if your only weapon 
is minimal self-defense training, how 
effective could you be against a dedicated 
hijacker holding a boxcutter? What if the 
hijacker managed to wrestle a gun away 
from an air marshal? Stun guns would be 
ineffective against a group of hijackers. 
Why couldn't the last line of defense be a 
steel reinforced cockpit door? 

So many questions arise. Yet, 
for me, the situation dissolves into a clear 
grain of reality: in an airline altercation, 
there will be a gun involved, whether or 
not the good guy is wielding it. 
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The Pledge Decision: 


Government hypocrisy or 
atheist fanaticism?

The decision has been called 
"ridiculous" by President George W. 
Bush, "nuts" by Senate majority leader 
Tom Daschle, and “wrong” by Speaker 
of the House Dennis Hastert. The Ninth 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals definitely 
caused a controversy this summer when 
it ruled in favor of Dr. Michael Newdow, 
the California atheist who sued the 
Sacramento public school district. 
Newdow claimed the district violated his 
eight-year-old daughter's constitutional 
rights by making her say the Pledge of 
Allegiance each morning, specifically 
because it includes the words “under 
God." As of now, a hold has been put on 
the decision because of the upheaval it 
has caused, and many expect it to be 
reversed in the near future. 

Personally, I would have to 
agree with Newdow and the Ninth 
Circuit Court. Since the Constitution 
bans the establishment of religion by - 
government institutions, our leaders 
should abide by that, regardless of their 
personal beliefs or the supposed beliefs 
of the majority of Americans. 

Also, the words "under God" 
aren't necessary to the essential meaning 
of the Pledge, and the reasons used to 
defend them are not the same reasons 
used as the rationale for putting them 
there. Opponents of the decision say 
that the phrase is part of America's her- 


itage (albeit less than even a century old) 
and that taking them out would consti- 
tute disrespect for tradition. 

In fact, the Pledge, written in 
1892, originally read as follows: "I 
pledge allegiance to my Flag and the 
Republic for which it stands- one nation 
indivisible- with liberty and justice for 
all." "The Flag of the United States of 
America" was substituted for "my Flag" 
in 1923, and the words "under God" 
were interjected in 1954 by Congress 
and President Eisenhower for the pur- 
pose of differentiating the U.S. from the 
"godless, atheist Communists." 

Another issue is the fact that it 
violates the separation of church and 
state. There is no disputing the fact that 
as it stands now, the Pledge effectively 
establishes a form of monotheism. 

From all the rival opinions that 
I've read, it is clear that most opponents 
are ignorant of the Pledge's history and 
are using it to further their own intoler- 
ance. They seem not to realize that if the 
verdict is overturned, it would, in the 
words of Justice Robert Jackson in the 
Barnette decision, "...teach youth to dis- 
count principles of our government as 
mere platitudes." When Congress and 
the president don't take the rights laid 
out in the Constitution seriously, includ- 
ing the rights of the minority, then the 
Constitution becomes worthless.

The 
movie, which was released nationwide on Sept. 20, tells 
an epic story of Harry's quest to redeem himself in the 
eyes of his friends and family. The movie is massive in 
scope, taking place in both England and the Sudan of the 
late 19th century, and its intense filming schedule could 
help harness all that energy into a powerful perform- 
ance, 

"l loved Morocco and the desert," Ledger said. 
"We were so isolated; it forced me to knuckle down and 
focus on the work. It was grueling, but my character's 
journey was grueling-the desert made it easier for me to 
go where | needed to go with Harry." 

Previews for The Four Feathers insinuate that 
Ledger's character goes to the Sudan to save his best 
friend Jack (Wes Bentley) from the horrors of war, but 
this is not a complete synopsis. Harry Feversham is one 
of the finest soldiers in the British army, but when his 
regiment is sent to war in the Sudan he resigns his com- 
mission. The feathers refer to the symbol of cowardice 
that men in the army give to their fellow soldiers who 
desert. Harry receives four such feathers-three from his 
friends in the army, and one from his fiancée Ethne 
(Kate Hudson). He soon leaves England for the Sudan 
in order to help his friends and save his pride

My Big Fat Greek Wedding is a movie every 
girl should see. Not only is it hysterically funny, but it 
also deals with things a girl can relate to; not feeling 
pretty enough, trying to do something to better your life, 
and marrying someone your family disapproves of. 

The movie is the story of Toula, a woman of 
thirty from a Greek family. Her parents want her to 
marry Greek because "Greeks marry Greeks."

She decides its time for a change and wants to 
do something with her life, so she begins taking classes 
ata local college. Toula, along with the aid of her moth- 
er and aunt, convinces her father to let her work at her 
aunt's travel agency even though it wasn’t his idea. 
While working at the agency, she meets Jan Miller. They 
start dating, and since he isn't Greek, her family doesn't 
approve. 


‘Ledger was initially drawn to the film because 
of the director, Shekhar Kapur (Elizabeth), but after 
reading the script he was even more intrigued. 


"It's an amazing script,” he said. "Harry reads 
as a coward-he is a coward. He goes off because he feels 
guilty, but once he's in the Sudan it becomes a little more 
complex. His act of cowardice is actually very coura- 
geous.” 

Harry disguises himself as an Arab and goes 
through many trials in his quest to find his regiment. He 
also befriends an African named Abou (Djimon 
Hounsou). Their story of loyalty in friendship is one of 
the overriding themes throughout the film. 

Ledger starred in many recent films, including 
the teen favorite Ten Things I Hate About You and the 
purposefully anachronistic A Knight's Tale. His charac- 
ter in The Four Feathers can be considered his first truly 
adult role, and his most complex. Harry is not always 
the most praiseworthy of characters, but Ledger finds 
many admirable qualities in him. 

"I like that he's honest to himself. He goes 
against the grain: he's been spoon-fed his identity but 
goes against it," said Ledger. “And he follows through 
with what he sets out to do in Africa.” 

The film is yery broad and cinematically stun- 
ning; some of the wide shots in the desert are absolutely 
beautiful. The story is large but holds basic and timeless 
lessons-fnendship is measured in action, not words: 
honor is personal and has to be earned. 

Be warned that the movie has at least three or 
four "mini-endings," where it seems as though credits 
could roll without any more tying up of loose ends. Go 
in with the mindset that you're here to see an epic, and 
be prepared to be stunned by the film's ambition and

Add Color to Your Walls Without Paint: 
The official verdict from Residence Life 
Director, Mac Pitts, and facilities 1s that we 
cannot paint our walls-even if we go 
through the trouble of painting them back 
to their patented Agnes Scott color: dingy 
white. 

Scotties can continue to plaster 
their walls with tired posters and the over- 
done homemade magazine collage thing, 
or they can transform their rooms with a 
fresh jolt of color ina surprising new way, 
using fabric and liquid fabric starch. 

The technique is sponging liquid 
fabric starch (1 bought mine, Sta-Flo, at 
Wal-Mart for less than three dollars) over a 
short width of wall, from the ceiling to the 
floor, and smoothing a lightweight fabric 
you've cut to fit the length of the wall over 
the sponged area.

Find 
some lone pieces of cardboard destined for 
the trash and cut out your own frames 
You can make them the traditional rectan- 
gular shape, or you can cut out creative 
shapes like stars or flowers.

Many students come to Agnes Scott 
unsure of their major. Often students realize 
the major they're interested in is not offered 
and become more confused than at first. 

Should they change schools or 
majors? Neither. At Agnes Scott, students 
have a unique opportunity to self-design a 
major. 

Pam McGrath, who has been‘a pro- 
fessional storyteller for eight years, graduated 
from ASC in 2002 with a self-designed 
major. Her major, Women and Narrative, has 
a strong root in the areas of women's studies, 
religious studies, and narrative writing. She 
tells stories to adults at conventions, confer- 
ences, and churches. 

When MeGrath arrived: at Agnes 
Scott, twenty-five years after finishing at 
Georgia State University, she thought she 
might major in Education. Soon she realized 
that she had an interest in more than one dis- 
cipline and decided that in order to better 
serve her passions she would have to utilize 
the self-design program. 

To do a self-design major you must 
first have an idea of what components you 
want it to consist of. Then you must pick up 


a-self-design proposal packet from the Office ” 


of Academic Affairs. Once you've looked 
through the packets, choose courses that will 
help to fulfill the requirement of the course 
After filling out the proposal you must pre- 
pare to present it to the review committee. 


Very few make it through without changes 
and other proposals may need massive cor- 
rections or redirections. 

The program is a perfect example of 
the benefits of a liberal arts institution. At 
Agnes Scott, McGrath leamed that the world 
doesn't live in a box; it's much larger and she 
wanted to leam all that she could. Self- 
designs take the regular curriculum one step 
further into a new way of thinking out of the 
box. 

McGrath suggests that if you are 
considering a self-designed major to check 
out the following: 

1. Review the writing process of previous 
self-design proposals (available in Academic 
Affairs). 

2. Know what interests you have that connect 
(even a little) with your proposed major. 

3. Decide how to build a new major from 
scratch. 

4. Make it so that if someone in the future 
wanted to major in your field then the "blue 
prints" are already there. 

5. Choose a wonderful advisor. 

"Pretend like you are on the com- 
mittee and that We would like to start a new 
program, what will need to be included?" she 
said, 

Self-designed majors help the col- 
lege as well as the students. Many depart- 
ments are able to discuss subject matter that 
they normally would not talk about. The col- 
lege may even elect to offer new major from 
the program. Professors can learn trom stu- 


dents. 

McGrath, at forty-four years old, 
was changed by every piece of her major and 
has altered her views and interests according- 
ly. Coming from a strict Southern Baptist 
background, she would have never consid- 
ered studying religion. Not only did her 
major change her outlook on life but her advi- 
sor and professor also had an impact on her. 
Beth Hackett, Assistant Professor of 
Women's Studies and Philosophy, was her 
advisor and she encouraged McGrath to 
"allow herself to be interested in a lot of 
things." She wanted to open McGrath's eyes 
to the possibilities of her mind. 

McGrath did an independent study 
with Dean Zumwalt and professed that she 
learned a Jot about living. Dean Zumwalt 
also led McGrath to the "places where she 
could find she answers." 

McGrath has done quite a bit in the 
past eight years as a professional storyteller. 
She has told stories at the California Folklore 
Society, the National Storytelling Convention 
in Denver, and has been asked to wnite ten 
stories for a book. In October of this year she 
will be speaking in Rochester, New York at 
the American Folklorist Society on "A 
Woman's Hair Is Her Crown and Glory." 
McGrath would like to attend Phillips 
Theological Seminary in fall of 2003 

"I don't want my career to be sepa- 
rate from my life. They need to be integrat- 
ed."

And his new CD Lifted or The Story is in the 
Soil Keep Your Ear to the Ground, which 1s receiving mas- 
sive amounts of press despite its radio-unfriendly sound, is 
absolutely brilliant 

Lifted is much in the style of earlier works such as 
the amazing Fevers and Mirrors, but to me sounds ever so 
slightly more polished and full, most likely due to the addi- 
tion of u strings session and more back up singers. And | 
hate to say it, but Lifted has even more of a country element 
to it then previous albums, leading some reviewers to dub 
it "alt-country." It is also slightly more accessible than his 
last several albums, which possibly contributes to its suc- 
cess on the charts.

songs, Oberst does not easily fit into any categories that 
exist at the moment. He is most often compared to Bob 
Dylan, and the king of white boy angst himself, Kurt 
Cobain. But I have to say, Bright Eyes writes sadder songs 
than Dylan ever could, and does angst better and more sin- 
cerely than Cobain. 

The most distinctive aspect of Oberst's music is 


his melodramatic and strange voice. He soars from whis- 
pers to almost talking to agonizing, screamed lyrics in 
almost every song, capturing the range of human emotion 
when talking about his favorite subjects, love and pain.

A Night to 
Remember 
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Campus calls for social justice

Many families in the metro 
Atlanta area live way below the govern- 
ment's standard of poverty. A worker 
who receives the minimum wage of $5.15 
per hour, 40 hours a week, makes only 
$10,700 a year. The government defines 
the National Poverty Level as an income 
of $16,700 for a family of four. To help 
alleviate this disparity Atlanta created a 
campaign for a living wage. On 
Wednesday. Sept. 18, Agnes Scott 
College and Columbia Theological 
Seminary hosted a teach-in with panelists 
from Georgia State University, 
Morehouse University, and members of 
the community on the advantages and 
misconceptions about the living wage. 

The movement contains two 
main principles: that people working 40 
hour weeks should be able to live above 
the poverty line, and employers who 
receive public dollars should be required 
to pay a living wage. This means that the 
city as an employer, large contracting 
companies, and companies that receive a 
large amount of tax dollars or loans 


should have a living wage standard. 

"The living wage campaign is a 
movement for economic democracy," 
said Dr. Fred Brooks, assistant professor 
of social work at Georgia State 
University and a lecturer at the teach-in. 
"Capitalism by itself doesn't float all 
boats equally. So a living wage would 
help to raise some of [the boats] to an 
equal standing.” 

A living wage will not radically 
inflate prices in Atlanta, as some fear. 
Instead, the living wage will have many 
positive effects for the Metro area. It will 
increase tax base, providing more money 
for government services: increase resi- 
dents’ purchasing power and help small 
businesses: lower the high tumover rate 
in low wage jobs: increase fair competi- 
tion for public contracts: allow working 
people to support their families with only 
one job. 

Brooks talked about the several 
methods to calculate living wage. One 
Way is to take 130 percent of the federal 
poverty level for a family of three. which 
is the income necessary for the family to 
no longer qualify for food stamps. This 


Senior Investiture: a

On Saturday, Sept. 21 the profes- 
sors led the black-robed seniors into an 
Agnes Scott tradition that is nearly a cen- 
tury old. Established in 1908. Senior 
Investiture is marked by all seniors who 
are capped with their mortar boards to sig- 
nify their growth as leaders of the campus. 

Eloquently, President Mary 
Brown Bullock °66 welcomed the guests 
and stressed the leadership role of the 
Class of 2003. "They are being invested 
with the rights and responsibilities of 
campus leadership," Bullock said. 

Yolanda Robinson ‘03, class 
president, vividly described those who 
have supported the senior class. She 
talked about Dr. Elizabeth Hackett. who, 
like the class of 2003 was a newcomer to 
the campus about four years ago. 
Afterwards. Dr, Hackett, assistant profts- 
sor of women's studies and philosophy, 
gave the Investiture address in which she 
talked about her strong connection to the 


seniors. 

"They are amazing. fabulous 
women," Hackett said. She talked more 
in depth about how the seniors valued 
each other by taking each other's opinions 
seriously. In addition, she informed the 
audience about the small presence of 
women's voices in politics and believes 
that it is remarkable for the seniors to 
"routinely verbalize” their opinions and to 
celebrate each other as "equal across dif- 
ferences.” 

She encouraged the women to 
use their strength to combat the political 
views of those who support the war on ter- 
rorism that has sifted to a possible war on 
Iraq. For Hackett, women should not sit 
in silence when they can participate and 
present their viewpoints. Hackett believes 
that this class can be revolutionary in pro- 
moting change despite their small num- 
bers, 

Hackett’s conclusion was cen- 
tered on one of her favorite literary fig- 
ures, Audre Lorde, the famous poet and 


income is about $22,000 per year. 
Another approach is based on a minimum 
needs budget such as the cost of food, 
housing, health care, clothing. transporta- 
tion, taxes and child care. The minimum 
needs budget for a family of three in 
Atlanta is about $32,999 or $13.26 per 
hour. The final way assumes that a fami- 
ly should not spend more than 30 percent 
of its income on housing. For a one bed- 
room apartment in Dekalb County, the 
annual income is $24,195, while a two 
bedroom needs an annual wage of 
$28.195. 

Based on these calculations, the 
City of Adanta Living Wage Campaign. 
which has a total of 7+ active members. is 
asking for a $10.50 per hour wage plus 
health insurance and other benefits, or a 
higher amount such as $13.26 an hour 
without benefits. "Think of this: if mini- 
mum wage had kept up with productivity. 
it would be $11.20 per hour today." said 
Brooks. 

The first goal of the Agnes Scott 
and Columbia Theological Seminary 
group is to establish and implement a liv- 
ing wage for all employees of these insti- 


activist. At the closing of her speech, a 
huge picture of Lorde appeared on the 
screen behind her with one of Lorde's 
quotes: "When | dare to be powerful - to 
use my strength in the service of my 
vision, then it becomes less and less 
important whether | am afraid."

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Saddam,

The United States of America and her citizens 
have often been criticized for being self-absorbed. arro- 
gant, domineering and bullying. Some believe the U.S. 
has been too active in what seems to be a foreign game 
of chess--condemning an active move now, specifically. 
when Saddam Hussein has checked us. 

The United States is the preeminent world 
power on which numerous countries depend for support 
and defense. It is no coincidence that U.S. involvement 
and subsequent criticism coexist. A weaker, less confi- 
dent nation could never be a world power. Bottom line 
- somebody has to keep watch. "...To whom much is 
given, much is required..." Luke 12:48, U.S. position 
demands U.S. involvement. After Iraq's defeat in the 
Persian Gulf War, the senior Bush administration hoped 
Saddam would fall from power, The U.S. cannot con- 
tinue to wait. If we cower away from our responsibili- 
ties to our own nation and to other nations of this world, 
someone else - someone not as experienced or demo- 
cratic or just - will make it their business to do so. 

Recognizing the problem to be solved in the 
Iraq controversy is not difficult, Saddam Hussein is not 
a good guy. nor is he a team player. There is not much 
disagreement on this subject. "I am against war, but | 
am also against Saddam." said Bader al-Otibi, a Kuwaiti 
government worker taken prisoner in the Iraqi occupa- 
tion in 1990. This severing of opinions occurs in dis- 
cussion about U.S. responsibility with reference to 
Saddam. This is rather perplexing: for when the highly 
political mumbo-jumbo is broken down into simple dia- 
logue, there remain only two options: accept Saddam as 
the leader of Iraq, whose development and possession of 
weapons of mass destruction and control of oil will soon 
dominate control in the Middle East, or remove him 
from power, at all costs, Since the former option does 
not seem to satisfy even the most ardent anti-war paci- 
fists. that leaves the latter point open for discussion.

Remove Saddam Hussein from power. How 
can this be wrong? With his past, it is preposterous to 
let Saddam acquire weapons of mass destruction and 
assume he will innocently tend to his own business. The 
Iraqi dictator has defied United Nation resolutions time 
and time again. He ruthlessly exterminates his own cit- 
izens and is guilty of acts of mass murder and torture 
unseen by the world since the days of Stalin. The only 
major objection to taking him out that strikes me as sig- 
nificant is that it will likely cost many other lives in the 
process. And then comes the argument. "How can we 
Say our lives are more important than theirs?" It seems 
horrifically self-absorbed to say so. but when you com- 
pare it to a familial setting. would you not save your own 
family at all costs, deeming them more important than 
one unknown to you? America has a duty to protect its 
own people and interests first and foremost. not acting 
blindly to other nations’ interests, but prioritizing. 

The Bush Administration has come under 


attack lately for supposedly directing its frustration of 


not finding Osama bin Laden against Iraq. This is 
ridiculous. [raq has long been known to harbor terrorists 
as well as anti-American sentiments. The United States 
has begun a war on terrorism. How can we exclude a 
dictatorship that's entire reign is based solely on terror 
both at home and abroad? 

It is a harsh reality in which we live. But if the 
U.S were to passively allow Saddam to indirectly threat- 
en our nation. to let him get away a second time, uncer- 
tainty would live among us, People speak of World War 
Ill--as if our every international move could spark it at 
any moment--but what if this terror were to take place 
without the U_S.? What if the war were fought against 
the backdrop of a mushroom cloud rising where a nation 
with all the potential to act rather than react once stood?

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Garcia Girls 
deceptively difficult

As an FYI Leader for fall 2002, I. 
along with the first-years. was assigned to 
read Julia Alvarez's How The Garcia Girls 
Lost Their Accents during summer vacation. 
While [| personally liked the book overall. 
there is a definite con about the novel that 
might prevent some from truly enjoying It. 

During Orientation. | attended and 
participated in two different discussions 
about the novel. While many students 
enjoyed it. there was a singie complaint 
heard over and over again about the book's 
stmucture 

How the Garcia Girls Lost Their 
Accents is written in vignette form, A 
Vignette is a short literary sketch, similarto a 
scene in a movie. Each vignette in the novel 
is about a specific event.in one of the charac- 
ter's lives. and none of them really relate to 
one another. 

The novel is also not chronological. 
The first sketch is about the characters at the 
present time. as adults. and the last sketch at 
the end of the novel is about when the main 
characters are young children. 

These two forms confused me. 
especially when | started the novel. The first 
sketch involves Yolanda. one of the main 
characters. returning to the Dominican 
Republic as an adult, and her interactions 
with her relatives there. | had no knowledge 
of Yolanda's history with her relatives. or 
why was back im the Dominican 
Republic. There seemed to be an important 
reason for her return, but i wasn't revealed: 
After the first sketch | thought there would 
be more about Yolanda, her life, her reasons 
for returning, and her relatives later. The 
next vignette, however. shifted to Yolanda's 
sister, Carla, and a completely new story set 
further back in time. 

The — vignette/non-chronological 
form is hard for many to grasp because it is 
not how most books are written. Most novels 


slic 


are written in chronological order, with a 
story line that is fairly easy to follow. So, 
when that structure is flipped, it throws many 
people off. The form leaves you wondering a 
lot about the characters’ personalities and 
childhood and without an understanding of 
Why they do what they do when they become 
adults. 

Another problem with this form is 
that many people. so fnistrated with not 
understanding who the characters are or how 
they relate to one another. will just give up 
and not even try to complete the novel. The 
only way | really got through the book was 
sheer determination to understand the roots 
of all the vignettes I had been reading. 

I'm glad that | had that determina- 
tion, because the novel turned out to be 
great, and in the end, I could even sort of 
understand why the vignette/non-chronolog- 
ical form was used. The novel looks at the 
lives of four sisters and their experiences 
growing up trying to adjust to a new life in 
America. I think that this form is used 
because. normally. when people look back at 
the course of their lives. they don't really 
remember things chronologically. Instead 
what pops out are various experiences. or 
short vignettes. starting with the most recent 
and dating back to early childhood. Alvarez 
therefore wrote the novel so that it would 
function like the human mind. and it makes it 
realistic 

Alvarez's story is a good read 
because everyone has had at least one expe- 
rience that the story explores: being an out- 
sider. adjusting to new and different places 
and people. and just dealing with growing up 
and finding your own place. People shouldn't 
let the different structure of the novel scare 
them. They might be confused for a while, 
but they should keep at it. and they won't be 
disappointed. If all else fails. as someone in 
one of the discussions suggested, start at the 
end and read it backwards. 


Alvarez's novel brilliantly 
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illustrates immigrant experience

Over the summer break, all 
first-year students at ASC read Julia 
Alvarez's novel How the Garcia Girls 
Lost_Their Accents. The novel 
describes the immigration of four 
young sisters from the Dominican 
Republic to America. When the 
Dominican dictator Trujillo discovers 
Carlos Garcia's conspiracy against 
him. Carlos flees the country with his 
wife and his four daughters: Carla, 
Sandra, Yolanda, and Sofia. Alvarez 
uses events in the lives of the four sis- 
ters to illustrate the immigrant experi- 
ence. ; 

Through the tnals and tribulations 
of the four sisters, Alvarez describes 
the bittersweet and multifaceted life 
of a young person ina new land. Her 
description of the American people is 
far from flattering. Instead, she uses 
cruel neighborhood boys. a bigoted 
neighbor, and a sex-dnven young man 
to illustrate the American attitude 
toward foreigners. In contrast, 
Alvarez also describes the opportuni- 
ties that await a newcomer to 
America. Although the sisters 
encounter difficulty. they become 
independent women. According to 
Alvarez's description of Dominican 
society. this development could not 
haye taken place had they not come to 
America. Thus. Alvarez highlights 
both the best and the worst of 
American culture. 

Alvarez's style makes the novel 
interesting as well as informative, 
First. rather than narrating all events 
of the characters lives, she uses iso- 
lated incidents to tell her story. This 
technique shows the reader only the 
parts of the story that are relevant to 
the women's deyelopment, and it

avoids giving boring, unnecessary 
details. In addition, Alvarez tells the 
story backwards, beginning in the sis- 
ters’ American adulthood and ending 
in their Dominican childhood. In 
doing so, she invites readers to com- 
pare the adult characters to the young 
versions of the same characters, and 
thus to decide for themselves how 
"Americanization" has affected the 
women. Alvarez uses literary tech- 
niques to enhance the overall message 
of the novel. 

Cnitics of Alvarez's novel state 
that it ignores racial issues in the 
Dominican Republic. A college pro- 
fessor in New York City claims that 
no book about Dominican culture 
should ignore the mistreatment of 
people of African descent by the 
Hispanic majority. This-accusation is 
true. However, it is important to note 
that this book is not about Dominican 
culture at all; it is about “American 
culture as seen through the eyes of 
this Dominican family. The same 
critic also claims that the novel does 
not challenge readers. This is incor- 
rect: the view that Alvarez gives the 
reader of the immigrant's life chal- 
lenges all Amencans to welcome out- 
siders, regardless of race. gender, or 
nation of origin. One of the best char- 
acteristics of the novel is the realness 
of the characters.. Any reader. of any 
origin, will identify with the stniggle 
to mature and define pefsonal identity 
that the sisters face. Although their 
lives are complicated by their immi- 
grant status, the Garcia girls go 
through the same difficulties that all 
people experience. This sameness 
illustrates the question that Alvarez 
poses to the American reader: What 
if it were you?

The Martin Luther King Center 
is currently housing a rather unusual 
photography exhibit. The collection of 
postcards. posters, and amateur photo- 
graphs forces its visitors to face one of 
the most shameful parts of American his- 
tory-lynching. 

"Without Sanctuary: Lynching 
Photography in America" is truly a diffi- 
cult exhibit to view, but it serves to edu- 
cate its patrons about the 5.000 docu- 
mented lynchings between 1882 and 
1930. Supporters of this exhibit hope 
that education on this painful subject will 
bring healing and reconciliation to a 
nation still fraught with racism. 

The first part of the exhibit is a 
twelye-minute film about the history of 
lynching. which includes interviews with 
histonans. They define lynching as "the 
extra-legal killing by three or more per- 
sons of an individual accused of crime or 
of violating a social code." 

Upon entering the exhibit room. 
the visitor is confronted on one wall with 
a-map of the United States that displays 
the number of lynchings recorded in all 
but four states. A description of the map 
reminds its viewers that the map only 
includes the lynchings that were docu- 
mented. as thousands of other incidents 
went unreported. On another wall. the 
lyrics to "Strange Fruit" cover an other- 
wise black wall and Billie Holiday's 
voice croons over the sound system. 

A black door leads into the 
room containing the photographs and 
other images of lynching. A pancl beside 
each photo shows the efforts of histon- 
ans to identify the victims, but some- 
times the men. women, and children are

In addition to the horrific photo- 
graphs of lynching victims, several 
examples of foreign press coverage of 
lynchings. contemporary depictions of 
lynchings (including a Public Enemy 
album cover), and anti-lynching NAACP 
publications are also on display. 

One of the most shocking 
aspects of the exhibit is the fact that 
many photographs depict children par- 
taking in the lynch mob as spectators to 
the event. Young boys propped up on 
their fathers’ shoulders and little girls in 
pinafores peering on from behind their 
daddies' backs accentuate the true horror 
of these photographs-the teaching of 
intolerance and hate on behalf of their 
parents 

The room is small. forcing peo- 
ple to interact with one another The 
black paint on the walls makes the room 
seem even smaller, almost oppressive. 
While walking along the perimeter of the 
room. the soft sounds of black spirituals 
mixed with nature sounds--crickets 
chirping. wind blowing--cnvelop the vis- 
itor. The use of sound adds an emotion- 
al edge to the entire exhibit 

Although "Without Sanctuan 
Lynching Photography in America” is a 
difficult exhibit to endure, it is also an 
important exhibit to visit. for only by 
confronting the past can you begin to 
heal from it

Total darkness. Suddenly, a grav- 
elly voice floats out. Then another, deeper 
in tone. Such was the opening scene of the 
second annual performance of "Behind the 
Broken Words,” ‘performed -by actors 
Roscoe Lee Browne (Babe, Topaz, Mambo 
Kings) and Anthony Zerbe (Star Trek LX: 
Insurrection, Cool Hand Luke, "The Young 
Riders"), Gaines Chapel hosted "Behind 
the Broken Words" on Friday, Sept. 27 at 8 
p.m 

It was an evening sprinkled with 
‘glimmering girls’, ‘scuttling ragged claws’, 
and even two minutes of silence. The open- 
ing sketch performed in complete darkness 
Was ec, cummings’ "The Very Latest 
School in Art," about a portraitist who only 
paints in the dark. Browne and Zerbe's 
exquisite voices mingled beautifully with 
the audience's giggles 

The performance truly began at 10 
am. in the film room with "Speaking of the 
Word,” when students and faculty met 
Zerbe in what Dr. Christine Cozzens called 


a "brilliant, off-the-cuff performance." 
Zerbe spoke of the intimacy 
between reader and writer. Recalling a 
woman observed reading in a bookstore 
cafe, he said, "she just lifted out of there... 
she was embraced, she was held... caressed 
by the author who took her out of there." 
He also spoke of the relationship between 
words and actions. "Poetry creates the 
image rather than the idea," he said. 


Through two distinctly different readings of 


T.S. Ehot'’s "The Love Song of J. Alfred 
Prufrock" Zerbe proved how acting can 
enhance language. "The context of emotion 
is support for the idea," Zerbe said. 
"Emotion will overcome idea any time... 
emotion is a piece for cake for the mind.” 
Ele Paynter '03 introduced Roscoe 
Lee Browne and Anthony Zerbe_ that 
evening and emphasized their literary 
prowess as well as talent. The pair does not 
merely act in plays by Nobel laureates and 
Pulitzer Prize winners; they write and adapt 
poetry of their own. Both orchestrated the 
2! poets and playwrights included in 
“Behind the Broken Words," and Zerbe has 
adapted Joe Henry's Prelude to Lime Creek 


for the stage, as well as creating the one- 
man play Its All Done With Murors... An 
Avalanche of E.E.Cummings. 

Both Zerbe and Browne com- 
pletely controlled each scene, from hand 
gestures to tum of phrase, They even capi- 
talized on their age and physiognomy. 
Zerbe affected a beaten down cowboy for 
Provinces of Night, convincingly beating 
dust off worn jeans. For a piece about stag- 
nation and old age, Browne's voice was 
noticeably more haggard and mumbled, his 
face more drawn, back more stooped. 

Program notes identifying each 
poem or excerpt were not available until 
afterwards, but could hardly have mattered.

Shading 
his eyes and peering out from the stage, he 
changed from an old, old man seeking a lost 
love to amorous Jupiter spying on young 
Leda trom a cloud.

Ramen Noopve Stir-Fry 

Many brands of noodles are high in fat, so be sure to buy 
the low fat variety. 

1 package baked ramen noodles (any flavor -- you won't 
use the seasoning) 

1 teaspoon extra-virgin olive oil 

1/4 cup chopped green pepper 

1/4 cup chopped red bell pepper 

1/4 cup chopped onion 

1 clove garlic, minced 

1 teaspoon hot sauce 

Oregano to taste 

Cayenne to taste 

Bring a pot of water to a boil. Add the noodles and cook 
until tender, about 3 minutes. 


Warm ‘the oil in a large skillet over medium heat. 

Add the peppers, onion, and garlic and sauté until the veg- 
etables are tender. 

Add the hot sauce, oregano, and cayenne, and let simmer 
for 5 minutes. 

Add the noodles to the skillet and cook for about 1 minute, 
or until thoroughly mixed and heated. 

Makes 2 servings.

Banana Cuocotate Cutp MUFFINS 

This is one of the authors’ favorite dessert recipes. 

1/2 cup vegetable shortening 

1 cup sugar 

2 cups all-purpose flour 

2 eggs 

1/2 teaspoon salt 

3 large (or 5 small) very ripe bananas 

1 teaspoon baking soda 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

2/3 cup mini-chocolate chips 

Preheat the oven to 350 degrees. 

In a mixing bowl, cream together the shortening and sugar. 
Add 1 tablespoon flour to the mixture. Beat in eggs one at 
a time. In a separate bowl, mash the bananas to a soft pulp. 
Set aside 1/2 cup flour. Add the remaining flour and the 
banana pulp to the creamed mixture, mixing it in bit by bit. 
In a separate bowl, stir the reserved 1/2 cup flour with the 
salt, baking soda, and baking powder. Add the chocolate 
chips, tossing to coat. Stir together the dry and creamed 
mixtures. Pour the batter into well-greased muffin tins and 
bake for 25 minutes, or until a knife inserted in the center 
of a muffin comes out clean. 

Makes 12 muffins.

Nazi By Day... Hepeat by Night

During the Nazi occupation, 
the vouth of Germany faced two contra- 
dictory pressures, both to join Hitler's 
youth army and to remain tme to the 
illegal counterculture of swing that had 
developed. hidden from the govern- 
ment. in local nightclubs. Swing Kids is 
the story of two of these youth, Peter 
Muller (Robert Sean Leonard. Dead 
Poets' Society) and Thomas Berger 
(Chnistian Bale. Newsies and American 
Psycho). whose friendship and loyalty 
are tested after a childish prank goes 
terribly wrong. Forced to join the youth 
army, mild-mannered Peter and fiery 
Thomas fight for equilibrium between 
their obligation to the army and their 
passion for swing, 

Released in 1993, Swing Kids 
has enjoyed somewhat of a cult follow- 
ing. Many schools have adopted the 
film for viewing in German history and 
language courses, as its focus on the 
youth counterculture during 1930's 
Gemnany is rare. Swing enthusiasts 
value the film's spectacular stunts and 
soundtrack, featuring popular period 


tunes from Count Basie, Duke Ellington 
and many more, as well as an especial- 
ly climactic performance of Django 
Reinhardt's "Daphne." The film also 
features acclaimed actors Barbara 
Hershey and Noah Wyle. as well as an 
uncredited performance by Kenneth 
Branagh.

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Agnes Scott hosts Sally Ride Science Festival

On Oct. 12, Agnes Scott 
hosted the Sally Ride Science 
Festival for Girls. The festival was 
presented by the Sally Ride Science 
Club, a national organization for 
girls. Both the science club and the 
festival were founded by Dr. Sally 
Ride, the first American woman 
astronaut to travel in space. 

The Sally Ride Festival tar- 
geted girls in grades 5-8. The’ festi- 
val featured keynote speakers 
Sherita Ceasar of Scientific Atlanta 
and Dr. Sally Ride. There was also a 
street fair, workshops for both the 
girls and adults, and a raffle. 

The Sally Ride Science 
Club's purpose is to make science, 
math, and technology both accessi- 
ble and fun for girls at an age when 
interest in science among girls typi- 
cally begins to decline. The club 
works in collaboration with univer- 
sities and colleges, girl's and 
women's organizations, schools, and 
science and technology businesses 
to promote science. 


The workshops for girls at 
the festival were intended to be both 
informative and fun, showing girls 
that science can be very interesting 
and directly affects their everyday 
lives. One example of a workshop 
was "Get on the Bus: The BioBus.” 
The purpose of this workshop was to 
educate girls about the harmful 
effects of pollution on our water 
supply. Another example was "The 
Physics of Hip-Hop.” The purpose 
of this workshop was to use the 
music and movements of hip-hop to 
teach basics concepts in Physics. 

The workshops for adults 
at the festival were intended to 
inform parents of current issues 
affecting their daughters and how 
they could help them progress 
towards a great future. One example 
of a workshop was "From the 
Collegiate Prospective: Preparing 
Your Daughter for College". Agnes 
Scott's own Stephanie Balmer, asso- 
ciate vice president of enrollment 
and director of admission, provided 
parents with information on the col- 
lege search process. Another exam- 


ple was "We've Come a Long Way, 
Baby-Or Have We?" This workshop 
focused on the issue of gender in the 
workplace and how parents can pre- 
pare their daughters for the work- 
force. 

This was a very important 
and successful event for Agnes Scott 
to host. "This festival not only 
encourages girls’ interests in sci- 
ence, but also brings them together 
to have fun with other girls and 
share their common excitement, said 
Dr. Amy Lovell, assistant professor 
of physics & astronomy. "The mid- 
dle school ages are a critical time 
when many girls' scientific pursuits 
begin to wane. and events like this 
can give them the momentum and 
support they need to maintain their 
skills. | think that it is important for 
Agnes Scott to host this event 
because women's colleges should 
take the lead in seeking an end to the 
underrepresentation of woman in the 
sciences at all levels."

one-kilometer walk and five-kilometer 
run Saturday, Oct. 12. The event was 
held to raise money for services the cen- 
ter offers to rape victims. which include 
counseling and a crisis hotline for recent 
victims. More than 800 people took part 
in the activity. Students from many col- 
leges in the area, including Agnes Scott 
College, Emory University, and 
Oglethorpe University, participated in the 
walk and mn. In addition, many other 
community organizations - businesses, 
high schools, and a senior citizens' com- 
munity - sent teams or members to par- 
ticipate. For a $20 entrance fee, a partic- 
ipant walked or ran and received a T- 
shirt. 

The race was divided into different 
competitions based upon the age and gen- 
der of the participants. The overall male 
winner was John Roberts, and the overall 
female winner was Whitney Tinley. Each 


each age category received a mug. 

T-shirts from the Clothesline Project 
were also on display at the race. This 
project involves two free workshops held 
one week before the race each year. 
During these workshops, rape survivors 
make T-shifts with their unique message 
about rape. 

While raising money is a cnucial rea- 
son for this event, educating the public 
about rape plays an equally important 
role. Virginia Bond. director of the 
DeKalb Rape Crisis Center, said, "We 
hope that people will be aware of our 
theme, ‘Take Back The Night,’ and what it 
means. For some rape survivors, it might 
mean take back their peace and their abil- 
ity to sleep through the night and to have 
a better quality of life. [...] For our 
community, [the slogan] means that we 
won't tolerate sexual violence in our com- 
munity." 

Agnes Scott students and facul- 


ty, especially Dean of Students Gué 
Hudson, have been involved with "Take 
Back The Night" since the first race 12 
years ago, and the College has been a 
sponsor of the event for five years. In 
addition, Agnes Scott students made T- 
shirts with the Clothesline Project one 
year, after a rape and kidnapping

Bond, who has served as direc- 
tor of the center for 13 years, anticipated 
a high level of involvement this year 
"{A] lot of non-profits are really suffering 
this year [because of the events of 
September 11 and the state of the econo- 
my]," Bond said the Friday before the 
event, "[but] | think it will be as success- 
ful as usual because there is a low entry 
fee."

The LBTQA Collective cele- 
brated National Coming Out Week with a 
series of events on campus from Oct. 7 to 
Oct. 11.

Killer football 


The recent death of ten-year-old 
Taylor Davinson of Bartlett, Illinois has 
raised some issues as to whether children 
should be able to play full contact sports. 
Davinson died on Sept. 2 from subdural 
hematoma, which is a blood clot that is 
caused by blunt trauma to the head. This 
resulted from a full contact football prac- 
tice that she had attended three days prior 
to her death, 

Davinson played nose tackle, is 
one of the tough defensive positions and 
has a high potential for injury, especially 
in a co-ed tackle football team for ten- 
year-olds. Taylor's number, 95, will be 
retired and her jersey will be displaced for 
the rest of the Raiders' games this year. 

Many in her football-orientated 
town of Bartlett, Illinois claim that the 
accident may not have been caused by 
football. If practicing in fact caused the 
injury, some feel it is simply part of the 
risk of playing any sport. Most of the doc- 
tors agree that Davinson's death was 
eaused by her involvement in football and 
are very skeptical that anything else could 
have caused such head trauma, Football 


"is asking a lot for an immature body to 
tolerate," said Dr. Charles Shuban, a pedi- 
atrician at Mercy Medical Center in 
Baltimore. 

Football can be damaging to 
everyone, but especially young children, 
whose bodies are still developing. "There 
are sports which, by the nature of the 
activity, may be detrimental to physical 
development if participation is initiated at 
too carly an age," said A. Page Remillard, 
director of athletics. 

To protect the children there are 
rules that are put out by the National 
Alliance for Youth Sports. One physician 
agreed that if proper equipment is worn, 
full contact football is relatively safe for 
children, However, half a dozen youth 
football players die of head injuries each 
year in America, and this statistic cannot 
be ignored. 

Differing opinions have led to 
debates about safety and sexual equality 
in youth sports. Until a final decision is 
reached, children will still play full con- 
tact sports and there will continue to be 
cases like that of Taylor Davinson.

Hearing the words "Quality Enhancement Plan" 
may conjure up images of yet another fundraising, capi- 
tal-gains type campaign or another grass planting on the 
Quad, but | assure you it is not. Developing a Quality 
Enhancement Plan, or QEP. is one of the vital steps Agnes 
Scott College must take in order to receive reaccredida- 
tion in spring 2004 from the Southem Association of 
Colleges and Schools. 

A school develops a QEP to show that it has a 
strategy for improving the student experience at that inst- 
tution over the next ten years. Because it is part of the 
College's reaffirmation process, many students might feel 
that they either don't have a voice or shouldn't care. This 
is the wrong attitude to take. Each student, whether or not 
she will be on campus in spring 2004 or beyond, should 
take an interest in improving the quality of education and 
the Agnes Scott experience for students now and in the 
future.

First of all, I get scared pretty easily. No, I'm not 
a spaz, but for some reason | still have irrational fears and 
always manage to freak myself out.

Rachel discovers that Katie. along with three other prep- 
school kids. watched this videotape at this cabin up in the 


mountains. Here comes the freaky part: all of those 
teenagers died at the same time on the same day. Rachel's 
investigation leads her to that very same mountain inn, 
where she - stupidly if you ask me - watches the video. 
She then has seven days to figure out the mystery of the 
ring, before she herself dies inexplicably. Rachel, along 
with her irresponsible ex-lover, Noah (Martin Henderson, 
Windtalkers), start to snoop around, and really 
weird/SCARY stuff starts happening. 

Some of you might really like this film, if you 
don't mind being left without answers to many questions.

Don't be fooled by the cover. Yes, MTV Books pub- 
lished Stephen Chbosky's The Perks of Being a Wallflower. 
but the novel transcends the expectations you might have about 
something produced by the network of the hip and now. The 
novel is small and unassuming. but powerful and incredible. 
The reader leaves the experience feeling. in the words of the 
main character. infinite 

The novel is set in 1991, and consists of a year's worth 
of Ictters from Charlie, a sensitive freshman in high school, to 
an unidentified "friend." Chbosky's tone ts intimate and smart. 
He doesn't dumb Charlie down into the mold of what adults 
believe 15-ycar-olds should be. Instead. he gives him his own 
voice. 

Charlie draws us in from his first paragraph. "Dear 
friend,” he wnies. "[ am writing to you because she said you 
listen and understand and didn't try to sleep with that person at 
that party even though you could have . . . | mean nothing bad 
by this. Honest. I just need to know that someone out there 
listens and understands and doesn't try to sleep with people 
even if they could have. I need to know that these people 
exist." 

Charlie's story is simple, and he deals with things that 
all teenagers face. He is out of place in his own class, but 
becomes friends with a group of seniors. They first adopt him 
as a kid brother, then realize they're learning as much from him 


as they're teaching him about music, love, and dnuigs. 

His family consists of normal parents and unnamed 
siblings: a brother who went away to college to play football 
and a sister who is the supposed brain of the family, Chbosky 
manages to make Charlie's nuclear family as crazy as anything 
found on television. 

He has a teacher who pushes him to learn because he 
is smarter than most of the kids in his class. The authors the 
teacher gives him to read outside of class could be the basis for 
anyone's must-read list: F. Scott Fitzgerald, Ayn Rand, William 
S. Burroughs and J. D. Salinger. After reading them all, he 
writes, "It is amazing to hold each of them in the palm of my 
hand. They are all my favorites. All of them." 

The power of the novel comes not in the plot. but in 
Stephen Chbosky's clear. uncluttered style. Charlie is an 
unforgettable character, and The Perks of Being a Wallflower 
can be read in one afternoon. Read it for the mix tape that 
Charlie makes his friend Patrick; for the poem Patrick reads at 
a Christmas party; for the way that Charlie understands the 
world. You will be amazed, you will be touched, and you will 
want to read it again. 

In the end, Charlie's story boils down to one simple, 
universal idea. "So, this is my life." he writes. "And I want you 
to know that I am both happy and sad and I'm still trying to fig- 
ure out how that could be."

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ALTAN preview

Three years ago, Agnes Scott College had the 
pleasure of hosting the phenomenal Irish music group 
ALTAN. There were people dancing in the aisles, stomp- 
ing their feet, and clapping their hands raw. Agnes Scott 
gave ALTAN a standing ovation, and the crowd was treat- 
ed to an encore. The repeat performance on Nov. 16 
should be just as wonderful, if not better. 

ALTAN began in 1981, when Belfast flutist 
Frankie Kennedy and Gweedore fiddler and singer 
Mairéad Ni Mhaonaigh began touring as a duo. They had 
met in the late 1970s, performing in the pubs and kitchens 
around Donegal, Ireland. Each impressed the other with 
their skill and shared interest in Donegal's traditional 
music and culture. They named themselves after Loch 
Altan, a lake behind Errigal Mountain in Donegal. 

The band filled out in the 80s and 90s with other 
musicians. Dermot Byrne is a renowned accordion player 
and has played with musicians such as Seamus and Manus 
McGuire, Frankie Gavin and Pierre Schrye. Flutist Ciaran 
Tourish is always in demand for many other music proj- 
ects. Ciaran Curran on bouzouki (a guitar-like instrument) 
benefits from a long family musical tradition, Guitarists 
Mark Kelly and Daithi Sproule have long careers as 
recording artists’ and impressive traditional-Irish pedi- 
grees 

No matter the venue, ALTAN completely fills it 
with their stunning sound. There may as well be hundred 
musicians on stage. Each performer is a virtuoso, and 
respect for each other's ability is inherent in the music. 
Each has talent bordering on genius, and they recognize 
each other by playing in complement, rather than straight 
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accompaniment. Even on vocal pieces, Mairéad's voice 
never usurps the other musicians. They do not merely fill 
in the gaps, but play with her, creating one unique sound 
from voice and instrument. 

Most of ALTAN's repertoire is traditional Irish, 
often archaic, tunes gleaned from grandmothers and 
grandfathers in the kitchens and pubs of Donegal. The 
band stays true to the original tunes, yet still presents them 
as though they were modern music. Sometimes parts of 
tunes are lost, such as the ancient song “Donal Agus 
Morag” on the album ALTAN: The First Ten Years. The 
song is about the marriage of Donal and Morag, but the 
verse about the wedding feast is missing. Mairéad's father, 
Francie Ni Mhaonaigh, created a new verse in Irish, using 
as much evidence from the existing verses as possible. 

Mairéad introduces each song with an explana- 
tion, as most are not translated from the original Irish. 
Many verses are simply untranslatable, so that any 
attempt would puncture the meaning. Mairéad recognizes 
that, though anyone can get the gist of a song from the 
melody, the stories themselves are important. For exam- 
ple, on their new album Blue Idol, the song "Cuach mo 
Lon Dubh Bui" comes with the explanation: "This strange 
little song tells the story of a man whose wife was lured 
away by the Gruagach, a hairy Otherworld figure... The 
title, which is also used as a chorus, is essentially untrans- 
latable but makes reference to a cuckoo and a yellow 
blackbird! On Tory Island it is widely believed that the 
song was got from the slua si, or fairies." 

For anyone interested in Irish music, traditional 
music, or fabulous music in general, this is the must-see 
event of the year.

In previous years, the attendance at ACASA 
meetings was extremely low, Many Asian women on cam- 
pus found that the organization did not satisfy their needs 
for a significant Asian cultural club. A majority of thé 
activities planned for the campus involved Asian movie 
showings, and most of the other activities focused on the 
culture of Japan, instead of exploring other countries to 
which the Scotties on campus could relate. 

"I was one of the only Asian girls in the club last 
year," Francis Nguyen '05 said. "I tried to keep coming to 
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the meetings, but all they did was watch anime or talk 
about anime. I didn't feel like the Asian culture was being 
well-represented." 

This year, Nguyen and Hee-Jung Kim '05 made 
plans to start their own Asian cultural organization after 
some confusion over whether ACASA was going to be 
active this year, and started networking with the other 
Asian women on campus. When ACASA meetings did 
finally start, large numbers of these women from the Asian 
community showed up determined to make a change. 

One of the first changes was the change of the 
organization's name from ACASA to AW. "When I first 
heard about ACASA, I thought it was a Latino club," Khara 
Agana ‘05 said. Asian Woman was chosen because it was 
shorter and easier for people to remember, and it was the 
basis for the organization's new slogan: "Awwww yeah!" 

Because of the new goals of the organization, AW 
has faced several budget issues, especially concerning the 
allocation of the budget. "Two-hundred and fifty dollars 
were allocated to some children's book drive that we have 
no information about," Katie Lauderdale '04 said, "but allo- 
cating committee is being strict this year about the way 
organizations spend their money. There are so many things 
we want to do this year that last year's budget just doesn't

While the treasurer of AW, Allison Mercer '03, is 
currently working to repeal the budget, AW has been hold- 
ing a series of egg roll sales as fundraisers for the club. 
Campus feedback about the authentic Vietnamese egg rolls 
has been positive, and the organization is planning to hold 
regular egg roll sales to raise more money for club activi- 
ties. 

During International Education Week (Nov. 18-

Presentation in the Hub. This all-day event will feature dis- 
plays with information about important Asian women 
through history and today, and free Asian food to munch on 
while students learn about powerful Asian women. Also 
during this week, on Nov. 19, AW is holding a reception for 
Korean composer Jin Hi Kim who will give a presentation 
on Korean court and folk music at 8 p.m. in Maclean 
Auditorium. Kim will also perform a concert on the 
komungo, a large, ancient six-stringed instrument on 
Wednesday, Nov. 20 at 8 p.m. in Maclean Auditorium. 

The Agnes Scott community should expect big 
changes and new events for AW as the year moves on, and 
as Asian women start to gain a bigger voice on campus.

Goats inhabit

On Oct. 4, three goats arrived at the Agnes 
Scott College retention pond. The goats are here to eat 
kudzu that has overgrown in the area. 

The plan to import the goats began some time 
before their arrival, when the physical plant team called 
Dr. John.Pilger, professor of biology, wondering how to 
get rid of the kudzu, which had taken over the area. 
Pilger felt that the use of herbicides would harm the 
area, which the biology classes use for research. 
Originally, the biology department was going to ask 
environmental organizations on campus to provide. stu- 
dents to pull up the kudzu. Dr. Phil Gibson, associate 
professor of biology, suggested that goats be put in the 
area to eat the kudzu. Thomas Mclntire, manager of 
general services, convinced his neighbor, Jim 
Shoemaker, to loan the campus three goats - two females 
and one male. It is not known when the goats will be 
leaving Agnes Scott. 

While they are here, Tara Bech '06, who is 
doing work-study in the Office of Facilities, will care for 
the goats. Her duties include checking on the goats and 
feeding them. Although their primary food source is the 
weeds and kudzu near the retention pond, they also eat 
sweetfeed, a mixture of oats, grain, and honey. The 
goats are free-range goats, so they stay outside all year 
long. 
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Recycling: where are we now?

At Agnes Scott College, many of us diligently 
separate our paper, cardboard, aluminum, glass, and 
plastic from our other trash. The real question is what 
happens after we make our deposits in the big blue bins. 

Many of the students, faculty, and staff mem- 
bers have no idea what happens to the recyclables, or 
they believe that the bins are emptied into trashcans. In 
the academic buildings, facilities workers empty the 
bins on each hall and in the dorms, and student recyclers 
take away recyclables on Mondays and Wednesdays as 
their work-study. They then put the recyclables in a des- 
ignated location for pickup by facilities. 

The city of Decatur doesn't pick up recyclables 
from our campus, which means that we need "vendors" 
to pick them up and take them away. Due to Agnes 
Scott's small size, the College hasn’t been.able to secure 
vendors for either plastic or glass. For the students who 
live in the theme houses or Avery Glen, there are deposit 
sites available for recyclables. Students who wish to 
recycle products that are not picked up from the resi- 
dence halls should feel free to take them across the street 
to the fire department, where Decatur has a collection 
site, or to the DeKalb Farmers Market, where they recy- 
cle most anything. 

Since the glass and plastic currently placed into 
the dorm bins are thrown away, Green Earth 
Organization (GEO) will soon be going through the 
dorms to take away the plastic and glass bins. When the 
bins disappear, signs with detailed lists of what kinds of 


paper you can recycle will magically appear in case you 
were wondering if that old pizza box can be recycled (it 
can't if it has grease on it). In the future, when Agnes 
Scott does get vendors to pick up glass and plastic, the 
bins will be replaced in the dorms so that you can 
expand your recycling horizons. 

Agnes Scott does recycle. Please join GEO in 
their efforts to reduce the amount of trash that we put 
into the local landfills. And if you get a chance, tell your 
student recycler or facilities worker, "Thank You!,” if 
you see her or him collecting the recyclables from your 
hall. :

Bech enjoys taking care of them. "Llove it," 
she said. "It's a nice getaway." She has also named the 
goats; the male is Jorge, and the females are Lucy and 
Josephina. 

The decision to bring in the goats is considered 
to be an ecological solution to the pond's kudzu prob- 
lem. Dr. O. C. Lam, part-time instructor of environ- 
mental biology, praised the decision. "It seems like a 
good idea, because it’s a natural process," he said. Bech 
also expressed happiness with the plan. "This is a great 
way to get rid of [the kudzu] without trying to use pesti- 
cides or whatnot, and harming . . . the natural parts of the 
farm." 

On the other hand, Pilger has expressed con- 
cerns that the goats may not be eating the kudzu at the 
pond. "The weeds have diminished somewhat, but we 
don't know that that's due to the .. . goats that are there," 
he said. Pilger worries that the goats may be finding 
other food sources, including the donations of passersby, 
and therefore neglecting the kudzu. McIntire claims, 
however, that since there is no real way to measure the 
amount of kudzu eaten, all evidence about the effective- 
ness of the goats will be inconclusive. Overall, the addi- 
tion of the goats to the campus community is believed to 
be an excellent attempt to solve an environmental prob- 
lem by using the methods of nature instead of the meth- 
ods of man.

With that said, | find the United States of America 
far from wonderful. We live in a country where health care 
can be had only by those who afford it, where non-whites are 
second class citizens, where women are at best valued as 
3/4th the worth of men, where girls who like girls are per- 
verse, where we have no official language but everyone must 
speak English, where non-Christians are as good as non-peo- 
ple, where the national capital is the only one in the world 
that denies representation to its citizens, where black men 
are more likely to spend time in jail than in an institution of 
higher learning, and in a country that imprisons John Walker 
Lindh (the so-called American Taliban) because he support- 
ed Osama Bin Laden and the Taliban - a man (Osama Bin 
Laden) whose own country assisted in his rise to power 
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through military training $3 billion of CIA 
funding in the early 1980s and a government 
(the Taliban) that received U.S. support and 
over $245 million in U.S. aid in 2000 and 
2001 alone. 

Perhaps I have a little in common with 

Iraq in that I too seem to harbor "anti-

, On Sept. 11, 1973 President Salvador Allende, 


who was democratically elected, was assassinated as part of 
the U.S.-sponsored coup in Chile. The U.S. then put 
Pinochet in power and killed over 5,000 Chileans. 

. In 1977 in El Salvador, the U.S, supported military 
rulers who were successful in murdering 70,000 natives and 
four American nuns. 


. In 1981, U.S. funded and trained "contras" that 
killed 30,000 Nicaraguans. 
* In 1989, CIA agent and President of Panama 


Manuel Noriega disobeyed the democratic role models in the 
U.S. These people were in turn forced to remove him and 
kill 3,000 civilians - and that ignores the more than 500,000 
accounted Iraqi people who died because of U.S. bombing 
and sanctions, and the children in Iraq who are born only to 
die thanks to the chemical half-life left from U.S. bombings. 
It also ignores the Iraqi people who die from the massive 
concrete blocks dropped from U.S. planes. These are, 
according to the government, imagined, but remain very real 
to victims and witnesses on the ground. It ignores the peo- 
ple in the U.S. that die every year because they happened to 
be black or gay or near a police officer; it ignores the people 
who die every year because they come to the U.S. on a raft 
from Haiti instead of Cuba. It ignores the people who get 
AIDS in the U.S. because they are imprisoned for crimes 
they may or may not have committed, and it ignores the peo- 
ple killed each year because the U.S., like Iraq (and only a 
couple of other countries in the world), has a death penalty.

EDITOR’S NOTE: On Thursday, 
Nov. 7, Agnes Scott College hosted a 
Naval Man Auction in the Hub of 
Alston Campus Center. The event was 
sponsored by ShowTime and Georgia 
Tech's NROTC. Members of WAVE 
and LWV protested the event for a 
number of reasons. 

The editors of The Profile decid- 
ed to print the Manifesta and Myths 
and Truths as presented by the protes- 
tors to the campus community, along 
with the Rebuttal that was posted 
alongside the two documents. 

We have printed the documents 
unedited and without comment, so that 
the campus community can read and 
reflect without bias on the protest and 
its response. 


In addition, we are sensitive to the historic implication of 


ties, first and foremost fully support the men and women of the U.S. Armed Forces 
and efforts to collect food, toys and money for economically oppressed men, women 
and children. However, we protest the 2002 ShowTime Naval Date Auction for the 
following reasons: 


1) The Hub is a Safe Space for the women of Agnes Scott College. A Safe Space 
strives to be free of racism, classism, sexism, homophobia, ableism, and religious 
intolerance. The military inherently perpetuates "isms" and oppression - women are 
subjected to a glass ceiling in regards to promotions and are not allowed to participate 
in combat equally with men; while 76 percent of women in the armed forces are racial 
minorities, 70 percent of female military officers are white. The "don't ask, don't tell" 
policy mandates that any open admission of gay/lesbian identity is grounds for dis- 
charge. We reject the violation of our Safe Space that occurs when we invite an 
inherently sexist, racist, and homophobic institution to our campus. 

2) Agnes Scott's non-discrimination policy establishes that we are a community 
against racism, classism, sexism, homophobia, ableism, and religious intolerance. We 
support "charitable" efforts to help those in need. ShowTime's budget, while not from 
the SGA budget, comes from our Student Activity Fee. ShowTime will be using 
money from their budget for advertising and for making some auction bids. We reject 
giving out own money and institutional moneys (from the ShowTime budget) to 
charities in the name of the military, and institution that blatantly violates our 
non-discrimination policy. 

3) We believe that viewing people as objects - the commodification of the body - is a 


"selling people." The Date Auction sells bodies. We reject the pricing and selling 
of bodies on our campus. 

4) We stand in solidarity with the women of the U.S. Armed Forces. Because of the 
military's "don't ask, don't tell" policy, women from this NROTC unit felt unable to 
participate in this event, whether or not the women are heterosexual or queer. We 
reject this event because the nature of both it and the military's policy excluded women 
from full participation in their unit's charitable activities. 

5) We believe in supporting the economically oppressed both in the United States and 
abroad, and encourage all Agnes Scott women to act as they see fit to benefit people 
in need through the support of independent philanthropic and charitable organizations 
that benefit oppressed people. However, we reject supporting organizations, 
including their charitable functions, that facilitate the oppressions already stated. 


We understand that this event received approval at many levels, although several 
members of administration have heard concerns of this nature in prior years. We 
demand accountability from administrators on these issues for all students, not only in 
word but in actions. We thereby Protest the 2002 ShowTime Naval Date Auction. Not 
With our Money! Not on Our Campus! Not in our Names!

Assertion: The military is inherently racist, sexist, classist, and heterosexist 
Response: The military does not discriminate based on race, class, sex, or sexual ori- 
entation. There are people of every race, every class, both sexes, and all sexual ori- 
entations in the military. True, the military has a ‘don't ask, don't tell' policy in regards 
to sexual orientations. The military does not care if you're straight or if you're gay - 
they don't want to know either way. They allow everybody to participate who follows 
this policy. No, this is not the most supportive policy to those who have an alternative 
orientation. It is, however, a step in the right direction - EVERY THING TAKES 
TIME. 


Assertion: Consensual behavior of any kind (or some kind in particular) leads to peo- 
ple taking advantage of others without their consent.

When making broad statements about what the military believes in, please 
remember that the soldiers in the military are individuals. Just because a soldier is in 
the military, it does not mean that soldier enjoys or wants to go to war. It also does 
not mean that they are racist, sexist, classist, or heterosexist ~ some are, some aren't, 
just like everywhere else in the world. Most soldiers join the military to protect their 
families and freedoms we have in this country. These people do not want to die in a 
war, but are willing to do so to protect the values and freedoms of our country and the 


lives of innocent people like you. 


Please remember: 

-Although you say you are not protesting national security and the military specifical- 
ly, by making accusations of the military without full information, you are acting in 
ignorance. Although in the past, the military has had discriminatory issues, today the 
military is working towards being an accepting and supportive environment for all. 
The military has made this country and this society what it is today. 

-AGAIN - CHANGE TAKES TIME. 

-Without the members of the armed forces, you would not enjoy many of the benefits 
you enjoy today - such as free speech, women's rights, and an environment where one 
can choose one's sexual orientation, Not only do we enjoy these comforts, but with- 
out the courageous members of our Armed Forces, it is possible and even likely that 
many of you would not be alive today. 

-We might today be speaking German were it not for the Armed Forces. 

-The very rights of acceptance you fight for today were also being fought for by ded- 
icated members of the military over 200 years ago - this country became a free coun- 
try through the efforts of soldiers. 


Truth: Everybody has different beliefs, and everybody has a voice to be heard.

Others who are opposed to this even support the military 
and the men and women who serve in the armed forces. Many of us have family and 
friends that are members of the military. The basis for this protest in not opposition to 
the military, but opposition to the issues raised by auctioning off and placing value on 
bodies, and the sexism, racism, heterosexism, classism, and ableism that the military 
embraces and encourages. We are protesting against these inherent oppressions, not 
national security.

Going into the interview, I was a little appre- 
hensive. From the roles that he chooses, I assumed that 
Ray Liotta would be grating and elusive. During the 
interview, though, I got a different impression - Liotta 
was eloquent, personable, and respectful, looking direct- 
ly into the eyes of the person he was addressing. He 
even used "gosh" a few times, putting all of the inter- 
Viewers at ease. 

Liotta was in Atlanta on Nov. 6 to promote his 
new independent film, Narc, which he produced and 
starred in. Liotta: and his wife Michelle Grace, along 
with their friend Diana Nabatoff formed a production 
company named Tiara Blu Productions a couple of years 
ago. "I wanted to produce movies as a kind of cushion 
for the lack of good roles coming in," said Liotta. "It was 
a sort of self-preservation, although I do prefer acting. It 
was amazing, after I took my career into my own hands 
the scripts for Heartbreakers and Hannibal came along.” 

Narc, starring Jason Patric and Liotta, carefully 
intertwines the stories and lives of two detectives, Nick 
Tellis (Patric) and Henry Oak (Liotta), as they team up 
to solve the homicide of Oak's partner Michael Calvess 
(Alan Van Sprang). Tellis, a former undercover officer 
(a "narc") reluctantly comes back to the Detroit Police 
Force to help with the investigation. Tellis eventually 


persuades Captain Cheevers (Chi McBride of "Boston 
Public") to assign Oak to the investigation. From the 
beginning of the movie, one gets the impression that the 
plot will follow an overused good-cop, bad-cop sce- 
nario. During the first quarter of the movie it is also dif- 
ficult to recognize how Tellis' and Oak's lives and 
careers are connected. 

Although the movie revolves around the drug 
underworld, it also appears to give a real glance into the 
trials undercover cops face. The officers are not clearly 
"good" while the drug dealers are not obviously "evil." 
Because of the subject matter, the movie contains a fair 
amount of cursing and violence, although these aspects 
do not detract from or overpower the story. The movie 
is slated for release at the end of the year. 

Liotta gained about 25 pounds for the role 
because he thought that the character, after undergoing 
such a stressful situation, would "let himself go." 

"When I read the script, I was so moved by the 
character [Oak] and how dedicated the guy was to 
upholding a moral life," he said. "No doubt he crosses 
some lines, but in the end you understand that he is real- 
ly a good guy. I started crying when I read the last few 
scenes - they're so intense and emotional. The whole 
movie is so raw." 

Writer and director Joe Carnahan uses a series 
of flashbacks (some drug-related) and short vignettes to

unfurl the plot. 
focus, reminiscent of a drug-induced state. 
based the movie on a documentary called "The Thin 
Blue Line," which is about the murder of a Dallas offi- 
cer in 1976. 

Despite the talent involved in the movie (Busta 
Rhymes also stars), Tiara Blu had a difficult time selling 


the movie, even to D-grade companies. Eventually 
Lions Gate picked up the film. The movie was first 
shown at the Sundance Film Festival, where it was nom- 
inated for the Dramatic Grand Prize Jury. 

"This is definitely an independent movie,” said 
Liotta. "It only cost about $3-4 million to make and was 
filmed in 27 days. If it weren't for Tom Cruise enjoying 
the film and giving his support, the movie may have 
never made it to theaters. Luckily, he helped us get 
Paramount Pictures.” 

Liotta enjoys finding humor in his work, even 
if it's a little comic relief ina drama. "Comedies don't 
come to me too often, but I really enjoy doing them. | 
had a lot of fun with Heartbreakers and doing a guest 
spot on ‘Just Shoot Me’."

In the early 1960s, no writer dared to voice 
their concerns about the inhumane nature of Communist 
rule in Russia. No one except for writer and playwright, 
Vaclav Havel. (Some may note that Mr. Havel is the 
current President of the Czech Republic.) 

Havel's 1966 play, The Memorandum, aims to 
satirize the communist bureaucracy by setting it in an 
office, which uses an artificial language called “ptydepe" 
in order to avoid ambiguity within inner office commu- 
nication. All of these "ptydepe” words have no familiar 
patterns between them. 

The impossible task of translating each word 
into "ptydepe" ultimately leads to the disintegration of 
the ridiculous language and the introduction of a new 
language called "chorukor," which is full of ambiguity. 
These "chorukor" words are virtually indistinguishable 
from each other. 

The introduction of the bizarre languages pro- 
vides the vehicle for Havel to condemn the organiza- 
tional set-ups present in Rugsia at the time. While the 
leaders of the nation apply unuseful solutions to current 
problems, the followers, such as Ms. Pillar (Christina 
Dresser '03), blindly shake their heads in agreement. 

While Havel gives the audience insight into 
dangerous office-politics, the play also reveals a concern 


for the individual. 
The office's 
Managing Director, 
Mr. Gross (Katie 
Jordan '05), not only 
struggles against the 
Deputy Director, Jan 


Ballas (Amber 
Gugino _'03), but 
also against the 


unnamed enemy, the system. 

Director David Thompson, associate professor 
of theatre, aims to bring Havel's satire about Russian 
politics to an American audience. Thompson has adapt- 
ed the play to appeal to an audience at an all women's 
college by choosing to use gender-blind casting for all of 
the play's characters. 

The sets, designed by Dudley Sanders, associ- 
ate professor of theatre and chair of the theatre depart- 
ment, accurately depict the brightly lit, cheaply tiled, 
and unrestrictive atmosphere of an office place. The 
swinging opaque glass doors work in switching from 
The Translation Center to the Managing Director's 
Office. 

Agnes Scott College's depiction of The 
Memorandum succeeds in exposing the truths about 
Communist Russia in the 1960s. The meaningless office

policies and baby-talk languages keep the audience 
wondering about the mistakes made in history and the 
failed policies implemented by the Russian government. 
While the play succeeds in many ways, it fails to com- 
pletely create the humorous and satirical atmosphere 


that Havel originally intended. There are several 
instances in the play when the characters pause to wait 
for a laugh from the audience. When the audience does 
not react, the silence seems awkward. One of the only 
outright funny scenes is the Teacher of Ptydepe's (Anne 
Halloway '04) long-winded speech about the necessity 
of a new office language. 

The sentimental scenes between Mrs. Gross 
and some of the other characters, such as Maria 
(Gwendolyn Vetter '06), also seem awkwardly integrat- 
ed into this dark comedy. Perhaps this was Havel's way 
of showing the human side of a chaotic government.

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Make Someone a Great Mix GD

You don't just make a CD for someone you bumped into at a bar. A mix CD 
tells a person you care about her enough to remember what she likes and to think about 
what she might like. You might be unsure how to go about making one; it's not just a 
matter of slapping some songs together. Here is a guideline by two women who have 
made a mix CD for every friend they have (mutual or otherwise). 

Some General Tips to Start With: 

Don't use anything that's currently on the radio. She'll just get tired of hearing it 
and it will ruin the whole venture. The point of the CD is to expose your friend to new 
things. 

Use repeat artists sparingly. If you do use the same artists more than once, never put 
them back-to-back. Also, pick different styles from the same artist - for example, a 
ballad and a faster track. 

Focus on flow, Put your songs on a Winamp playlist, then 
play the last 20 seconds of one song and the first 20 seconds of 
the next. Is it jarring? Fiddle around with the order of the 
tracks and strike a balance. 

Think about the other person, What does she like? Do you 
know of any bands or artists she listens to, or others she may 
not have heard of but might like? Don't think that because you 
like a song or an artist that she will like it, too. If she's all 
about Tim McGraw, maybe Rage Against the Machine isn't the 
best idea...just yet. 

Now that you've picked your songs, here are step-by- 
step suggestions to help you organize them. The track num- 
bers are only guidelines; this is an art, not an exact science. 
The first song. This, along with the last track, is crucial. The 
first song can make or break your CD. It has to hook the lis- 
tener; it has to be something that will draw her in. Pick some- 
thing fast that is a lot like other songs she likes. You don't want 
to turn her off to the CD before she's even into it. 

The first four songs. You're still trying to keep your listener's 
interest. Keep them upbeat. The fourth song needs to be mel- 
lower to transition into the middle portion of the CD. 

Tracks five-eleven. Have fun. Show off how good your taste 
in music is.. Experiment. Put that random song in there some- 
where. You've got her, now dazzle her. 

Lisha's pivotal track twelve. This should be one of the best 
songs on the CD. Tracks five through eleven may have been a 
little weird or unfamiliar, we admit, so track twelve has to be 
the climax. It's what you've been building up to. This song 
needs to be unquestionably good. Is there a song you have lis- 
tened to 75 times without getting tired of it? That's your track 
twelve. 

The last five or six tracks. These songs should be smooth, 
mellow, but not necessarily slow. Don't bore your listener. . 
These are songs she can move her head to. You're easing her 
out slowly, downshifting in a way. 

The last track. You can go two directions here. The song can 
have a message (i.e., goodbye), or it can be a smooth exit, like 
a fadeout. Ideally, you'd want both; they're not mutually exclu- 
sive. Think about the last track on a studio-produced CD, It 


leaves you wanting more without stopping suddenly. 

So what are we saying? Is it too abstract? Let's break it down. A good mix 
CD is like sex (not that we've had sex, but still). The first song is an introduction, the 
initial turn-on, The next few songs are foreplay - you're really getting the other per- 
son interested in what's up next. Tracks five through eleven are you showing your 
moves - but always with the other person in mind. There may be some experimenta- 
tion, but it should all be with a purpose. Track twelve is the climax. ‘Nuff said. The 
last five or six tracks are the recovery, breathing hard at first, but calming down. The 
last track is the post-coital cigarette (not that we smoke, either, but still). It's the "ahh-

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Student Calling Program exceeds expectations

Enchanting harmonies often resonate withm 
the depths of Presser's basement. However, about 15 
new voices have been articulating loud and clear for the 
past three weeks in G-19. They belong to the workers 
of the Agnes Scott College Student Calling Program. 

In deep conversation, Kelly Williams '03 jotted 
down notes while responding in her headset. "Is that 
right?" said Williams. "Well, I lived there as a first- 
year,” she added, speaking of Winship Hall to an alum- 
na. This type of casual and friendly conversation is typ- 
ical for workers of the Student Calling Program. Like 
Williams, many of the callers establish a rapport with an 
alumna and acknowledge her past support before asking 
for that deeply desired donation. 

"We might talk to alumnae that never come to 
their class reunions who have no idea about the new 
buildings, great speakers or AlumNet offered by Agnes 
Scott," said Carly Covic '03, co-manager to the program. 
"If we can make them see how great it is, then they'll 
increase their gift." 

Covic and co-manager Emily Henderson '03 
explained that this was not merely a business move, but 
more importantly, a way to reconnect many inactive 


alumnae to the college. If any of the alumnae had seri- 
ous illnesses or recent deaths in their families, the stu- 
dent callers passed this information onto the Alumnae 
House, so that those in charge could acknowledge the 
situations with appropriate notes or phone calls. 

The Office of Development and the Annual 
Fund Office sponsored the Student Calling Program, 
which was headed by Laura Pitts, Annual Fund Officer 
and Rachel Balog '01, Annual Fund Associate. The stu- 
dent callers, whose selection was based on applications 
and interviews, worked Monday through Thursday in 
the evenings and Sunday afternoons for about a three 
week periods during the semester. 

Of the approximately 9,000 alumnae of Agnes 
Scott, these workers called the majority, with the excep- 
tion of major gift-givers who donated over $1000. The 
students this semester alone surpassed their goals of 900 
pledges and $90,000 with a final result of 971 pledges 
totaling $90,193. The 115 credit card gifts totaled 
$13,484 as well. The top three callers in terms of 
pledges and dollars raised were Kelly Williams, Hilary 
Mason ‘06 and Holly Lemon-Steiner ‘04. 

The Annual Fund "is essentially the checking 
account of the College," said Henderson. Agnes Scott 
can immediately and readily use this fund for the library, 


faculty salaries, general maintenance, student scholar- 
ships and other areas in need of financial aid. “This fund 
is totally separate from the College's endowment and is 
essential to Agnes Scott's reputation and future exis- 
tence," said Henderson. 

She and Covic explained how U.S. News and 
World Report ranked colleges and universities on the 
percentage of alumnae that give. In fact, this category 
had equal weight to any college's academic reputation, 
quality of life and student / teacher ratios, "Ultimately, 
the donating process has mutual benefits to the alumnae 
as well as to the College. By giving, they help increase 
the value of their degrees," said Covic. 

Smiling to herself, Williams records yet anoth- 
er pledge in her notebook. Well aware of the service she 
provided not only to herself and fellow students, but also 
to Agnes Scott as a whole, she said down her pencil. 
"Well, I enjoyed our conversation. Thank you again for 
your generous donation," she says, fulfilling the work- 
ers' themed night of "Bringing Home the Bacon."

One of the most important 
and obvious of these changes was the gubernatorial vic- 
tory of Republican Sonny Perdue over incumbent 
Democrat Govemor Roy Barnes. For the first time since 
Reconstruction in 1872, a Republican beat out a 
Democrat for Georgia governor. 

According to the Atlanta Journal-Constitution, 
this Republican victory ultimately can be attributed to 
Barnes’ changing of the state flag in early 2001. While 
it was not necessarily the only factor in the Democratic 
defeat, critics of the change helped elect Sonny Perdue 
governor of Georgia in the election last month. 

The history of the Georgia state flag is contro- 
versial. For over a hundred years, the state flag did not 
embody the Confederate stars and bars. It was instead 
made up of horizontal red and white stripes and the 
Georgia state seal on.a vertical stripe of blue. The incor- 
poration of the symbol of the Confederacy in the state

The Class of 2003 Senior Gift Campaign kick- 
off party, "We're Green, We're Grown, and We're Almost 
Gone!" was held on the evening of Nov. 6 at the Bradley 
Observatory. About 80 seniors attended, and $1390 was 
raised for the annual fund. 

Jo Cranford '00 and an intern in the Dean of 
Students Office, delivered the keynote address. 
Cranford, costumed as Glenda the Good Witch just as 
she was at the Class of 2003 Orientation Weekend in 
August 1999, delivered the keynote address. "Are you 
who you are because you came to Agnes Scott, or is 
Agnes Scott what it is because you came here?" she 
asked. 

President Mary Brown Bullock '66 and her hus- 
band George also attended the event. In a speech to the 
Class of 2003, President Bullock emphasized the impor- 
tance of supporting the annual fund. She spoke of a

the publication that ranks American colleges and univer- 
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flag did not occur until 1955 when John Sammons Bell, 
an Atlanta attorney, suggested the design as part of the 
new state flag for Georgia. At the 1956 General 
Assembly session, two state senators, Jefferson Lee 
Davis and Willis Harden, introduced Senate Bill 98 to 
change the design Georgia's flag. It was signed into law 
in 1956. 

As early as 1969, critics voiced their disdain for 
the Confederate battle image that dominated the flag. 
The Atlanta Journal-Constitution reports, "African- 
American lawmakers complained the flag was changed 
in 1956 to include the Confederate battle emblem in 
defiance of the U.S. Supreme Court ruling outlawing 
segregation in public schools." 

Many wanted to change the flag back to its pre- 
1956 design, and numerous bills were introduced to the 
General Assembly in the 1980s and 90s proposing the 
change. However, it was not until 2000 that the General 
Assembly accepted a design. This new state flag con- 
sists of the state seal surrounded by 13 white stars and a 
gold ribbon depicting small images of three of Georgia's 
earlier state flags, along with the first and current ver- 
sions of the national flag. The stars and bars of the 
Confederate emblem are no longer the dominant focus 
of the flag, but the emblem still exists at the bottom of 
the flag as part of Georgia's history. Governor Roy 
Barnes signed the bill proposing the change on Jan. 31, 
2001, and the new state flag was officially adopted by 
the state of Georgia. 

Critics of Gov. Bares say that his resolution to 
change the state flag did not represent the people of 
Georgia. Barnes did not opt to use a voter referendum to 
solve the flag controversy; instead, the change was 
undertaken by the General Assembly. During his cam- 
paign, Perdue opposed Barnes' flag change as a legisla- 
tor. Perdue favors giving the people of Georgia the 


sities every year. The first question presented to Bullock 
during the visit was "What is your alumnae giving rate?" 
U.S. News and World Report scrutinizes alumnae giving 
rates just as closely as they do student-teacher ratio or 
academic reputation. After all, the number of alumnae 
that give back to the College directly reflects how much 
alumnae value their Agnes Scott education. 

Begun in 1989 as an effort to educate students 
about philanthropy and the Agnes Scott College Annual 
Fund, the Senior Gift Campaign is a unique way for sen- 
iors to acknowledge the value of their experiences at 
ASC. "It's about participation. That's our focus," said 
Laura Pitts, Annual Fund Officer and Senior Gift 
Campaign Advisor. 

At the beginning of the school year, co-chairs 
Emily Henderson '03 and April Carter '03 worked with 
Laura Pitts to set the goals of the Senior Gift Campaign. 
Initially they settled on a goal of $2003 with a participa- 
tion goal of 50%. However, after such a successful kick- 
off on Noy. 6, Henderson and Carter, along with the 
members of the Senior Gift Campaign committee, raised

power to vote on their state flag. The promise to back a 
referendum to allow Georgia voters to choose their state 
flag has been well received by white rural Georgians 
who ultimately put Perdue in office. In these rural, 
mostly white counties of southern Georgia, "Boot 
Barnes" and "Change the governor, keep the flag" signs 
and bumper stickers abound. 

There are repercussions of reopening the flag 
debate. University of Georgia political science profes- 
sor Charles Bullock calls Perdue's focus on the flag "a 
big mistake. I think he just knocked the scab off a wound 
that's begun to heal." 

In addition, businesses and self-employed 
Georgians will be affected by the economic repercus- 
sions of a flag debate. Terry Jones, an Atlanta cab driv- 
er interviewed by CNN, said a referendum "would be a 
smack in the face" that could cost him a great deal of 
money. He depends on conventions and trade shows 
coming to Atlanta to make a living. A flag debate could 
deter these groups from using Atlanta facilities. 

On campus, the flag debate is less about eco- 
nomic repercussions and more about social implications. 
Associate Professor of Religious Studies Tina Pippin 
supports the pre-1956 flag. She said, "There are no 
Confederate stars and bars on it anywhere, even in 
miniature. There's no need for us to have a flag that his- 
torically represents opposition to school desegregation." 

Jessica Creel '04 agrees. "The current flag and 
the previous flag are flags that grew out of the segrega- 
tion period, not the civil war. Allowing such flags is anti- 
American," she said. "I am not saying that the confed- 
erate flag represents slavery directly, but it represents a 
less-free way of life for a lot of people - a way of life that 
was defeated by the joining of states and the end of seg- 
regation.”

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Letter to the Editor 


"Somethin's happenin’ here..." Democracy got a much-needed shot of 
adrenaline on Saturday, Nov. 9, when, in case you hadn't heard, the city of Atlanta 
saw its largest peace demonstration in thirty years. Organized by the Georgia Peace 
Coalition (a coalition comprised of organizations that are too many in number to list 
and too varied in purpose to generalize), the demonstration against a war in Iraq was 
truly an expression of, as the event was dubbed, "The People's Passion for Peace." 
Anywhere from 2,500 to 4,000 people (Atlanta Indymedia) amassed on the street near 
the King Memorial, across from Ebenezer Baptist Church, to begin the approximate- 
ly one-hour long march to Centennial Olympic Park. 

The crowd was energized and remarkably diverse. Forget any stereotypes 
you may have: this was above all a people's demonstration. The rally in Centennial 
Park had an upbeat, festival-like mood, with performances by the Emory Gospel 
Choir, Dub Conscious (an Athens-based Reggae band), Raga Funk, African drum- 
mers, and various individuals (including my personal favorite, "There's No Business 
Like War Business" by local musician Craig Rafuse). 

There were numerous speakers, including Rep. John Lewis, Rev. Joseph 
Lowery, Imam Plemon El-Amin, Rep. Nan Grogan Orrock, representatives from the 
Atlanta University Center, Gulf War Veterans For Peace, and many others. The 
speakers touched on a number of issues, illustrating the ties that bind the social jus- 
tice and anti-war movements together. 

At dusk, which for many marked the end of a day's fast in observance of 
Ramadan, the park twinkled with the lights of candles that had been given out, and 
the clouds rolling in over the city brought with them a symbolic reminder of the 
solemnity of the matter that brought us all together. 

Above all, the march and rally had a spirit of hope. I was particularly proud 
to see so many members of the Agnes Scott community present, from the twenty stu- 
dents (and one very cool Chaplain) who met on campus to ride MARTA together, plus 
the numerous students and alums we met once we were there, to the several facilities 
and food service workers, to the professors and administrators. 

The strong student presence from high school and college campuses across 
Georgia was one of the most promising aspects of the demonstration, showing that, 
despite our differences in backgrounds, experiences, identities, and goals, we, as stu- 
dents, can - and must - unite to work against this administration's agenda of mili- 
tarism and war. 

Father Roy Bourgeois, of School of the Americas Watch and a Vietnam vet- 
eran, told us at the rally, "Our enemy is not in Iraq, our enemy is here in the U.S., and 
that enemy is ignorance." As students living in this country, we have a duty to edu- 
cate ourselves about all forms of injustice and all abuses of power, in our own com- 
munities, on our own campuses, and right on up to the White House. We heard a call 
to action from Ghairunisa Galeta, one of our Spelman sisters and the spokeswoman 
from the Atlanta University Center, when she specifically addressed the students at 
the rally: "Students need to realize their power. This movement will not be taught in 
your classrooms, so it is up to you to spread this movement to your campuses." 

As the war plans are being laid in Washington, it is the least we can do.

On a campus as 
actively opinionated as ours, 
controversy is hard to avoid. 
Students aren't shy about 
their opinions - they talk to 
their friends, post on the pub- 
lic folders, sign petitions, 
enter speech contests, and 
wear an array of buttons on 
their backpacks, 

Some students use 
The Profile as their forum for 
the expression of their 
thoughts and beliefs. These 
beliefs, whether political or 
personal, are usually not the 
general beliefs of the Agnes 
Scott community as a whole. 
They are the opinions of the 
students, and we make a 
point to recognize them as 
such, 

The recent 
increase in letters to the edi- 
tor shows that The Profile 
often serves as a springboard 
for discussion. We have 
been fortunate to have writ- 
ers who are willing to submit 
their ideas to a lasting public 
channel of communication 
and are willing to sign their 
names to those ideas. We 
appreciate those who take 
the time to read editorials, 
reflect on their content, eval- 
uate their own opinions, and 
respond - whether privately 
or publicly in a letter of their 


own. 


Some responses, 
however, misinterpret the 
purpose of the editorial. An 
editorial is a unique contri- 
bution to a publication in that 
it is the only type of article 
that does not require com- 
plete objectivity and a com- 
mitment to presenting the 
truth in the form of facts. 

On several occa- 
sions, people have reacted 
with hostility to editorials 
published in these pages. 
This hostility has often man- 
ifested itself in the form of 
name-calling rather than 
engaging in logical debate. 
We don't want to deny read- 
ers their right to feel anger or 
any other emotional response 
- any effective editorial 
should evoke some sort of 
emotional response, anger 
being just as valid as vindica- 
tion. 

There is a differ- 
ence, however, between 
respectful disagreement 
about the editorialist's opin- 
ions and attacking the edito- 
rialist herself. Dr. Cathy 
Scott's letter to the editor in 
the Oct. 30 issue of The 
Profile is an example of 
courteous participation in an 
intellectual discussion. 
Though she disagreed with 
Whitney Miller's views 
regarding a war with Iraq, 
she made it clear that she 
respected Whitney's right to 
hold and express these 


views. 

Conversely, recent 
letters to the editor have 
abused the spirit of lively 
debate. The writers have 
insulted editorialists simply 
for having views that oppose 
their own. Name-calling and 
insulting remarks are not 
proper form, and they com- 
pletely invalidate one's argu- 
ment. Even if an editorial 
evokes anger, there are more 
constructive and mature 
ways to express disagree- 
ment. We publish the 
authors' email addresses as 
part of the byline to allow for 
private disagreement, not 
harassment. 

These writers have 
also refused publication of 
their responses, and when 
they send them only to The 
Profile, the original authors 
have no way to respond. 
When dissenters bypass an 
exchange with the editorial- 
ist and withhold their dissent 
from publication, a contro- 
versial issue has been 
squashed, rather than allow- 
ing any kind of discussion 
and possible resolution. 

On a campus as 
actively opinionated as ours, 
it's dangerous to leave these 
opinions under the surface.

with this editorial, please feel 
free to email us. But please, 
do so respectfully.

I have been an FYI 
leader for two years and faced the same prob- 
lem both times. This year, sitting in our usual 
classroom at 10:00 on a Wednesday morning, 
we went around in a circle, each first-year 
telling us about the "diversity" of their inter- 
viewee. Much to my surprise, almost every 
single woman had interviewed an internation- 
al student! 

After four years at ‘Agnes Scott, I 
have realized that diversity means more than 
black and white, Christian and Muslim, 
straight and lesbian, Chinese and American. | 
see diversity everywhere-from the senior table 
in the dining hall to a classroom full of histo- 


ry majors to the many people who smile-and 
say hi to me as | walk to the post office. 

Even among my closest friends, who are all 
white heterosexual Christian females, I see an 
amazing amount of diversity, which I have 
come to love and cherish as the force that 
feeds our friendship. 

During our FYI meeting, I asked the 
first-years why they felt it necessary to inter- 
view someone of a different nationality in 
order to fulfill the assignment. I have the 
feeling that many of them did not understand 
how I could question their limited perception 
of diversity. The manner in which each of us 
defines "diversity" is as varied as the concept 
of diversity itself. | only hope that by their 
senior year, they can turn to the women 
beside them in class and appreciate them both 
for their similarities and their diffences.

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Letter to the Editor 


I attended the panel last Monday, and I left 
hurt, angry, and isolated specifically because of the 
homophobic and heterosexists ideas that came up at 
the discussion. 

I was hurt and offended by the statement 
that "don't ask, don't tell" is "a step in the right direc- 
tion." Here is what the "don't ask, don't tell" policy 
means to someone who is queer and in the armed 
forces: A queer person in the armed forces has to hide 
his/her sexual orientation at all times, because if 
he/she is found out in any way, he/she is dismissed 
immediately. 

It does not mean that the armed forces 
"don't care," because they only don't care as long as 
you are heterosexual, and they only “don't want to 
know" if you are homosexual. They allow everyone 
to participate if homosexuals are willing to live a lie. 
Having to hide one’s sexual orientation is not equal or 
acceptable treatment - it's discrimination. 

Here's how that mindset affects the queer 
community in general; "don't ask, don't tell” as a step 
in the right direction means that making a person live 
a false life is acceptable. That mindset, that it is OK 
to discriminate against people, is what makes it 
impossible for homosexuals to get married and to 
adopt children. It is what denies hate crime status to 
homosexuals attacked by violent homophobics and it 
is what denies legal recourse to homosexuals experi- 
encing job discrimination. 

I have heard quite a bit about how I should 
defend the armed forces, and silence my criticisms, 
for they have given me my freedoms. To that I say, 
yes, | appreciate the armed forces that have fought to 
protect the territorial integrity of this country, and yes, 
I appreciate that men and women are willing to die to 
protect this country. I feel lucky not to live in a coun- 
try where | will disappear for political dissidence. 

However, I beg to differ that American 
soldiers fought for my right to be openly gay (and not, 
as rebuttal authors put it, fought for my right to 
"choose" my sexual orientation, because | did not 
choose anything), and I beg to differ that American 
soldiers fought for all the freedoms I enjoy. Any free- 
doms | enjoy were won by activists who fought for 
them -ironically enough, protesters. 

The government, the people, the minority 
won me my freedoms. If the military had their way, 
how many minorities would enjoy the limited liberties 
they now have? If the majority of the military had 
their way, would they protect my right to live as a les- 
bian? I do not have to agree with everything the armed 
forces does, and it is not above criticism. 

I believe many people at this point are 
mentally rejecting my list because they think these 
things no longer occur, because people are so much 
more “tolerant” nowadays. 

Guess what? It does. These things have 
happened to people at this school, and to the people | 
love. And that is why | was hurt and angry when | 
heard women on this campus say they had experi- 
enced "heterophobia," and when | heard that policies 
that discriminate against people like me are 
"progress." Because discrimination should never be 
labeled progress, and heterosexism and homophobia 
are alive and well. 

What does it say about homophobia here 
that when a group protests a date auction because they 
see it as an oppressive sale of human bodies, a large 
opposing group makes it into an issue of homosexuals 
against heterosexuals? First of all, not all the protest- 
ers were queer and it was not the LBTQA Collective 
that printed the Manifesta or that organized the 
protest. 

+ Second, the protesters were not denying 
heterosexuals on this campus the chance at a date. 
We are all women here, so if you don't date women, 
you will have to either find a way to bring men here, 
or go somewhere else for them. If the only way to get 
men to come here is a date auction, I'm sorry, but that 
really is not the fault of the homosexual community, 
and you should not direct your anger at that group - it 


is not our duty to find a way to bring men to this cam- 
pus for you, and it is not anyone's responsibility to — 
silence herself when she is offended and angered by a 
campus event. 

Third, it has been said that men do not 
come here because of the perception that all the 
women here are lesbians. Personally, I am glad that 
men who hold such an ignorant view stay away from 
ASC, but if ladies at this college actually want those 
men to visit, then I suggest they find a way to do so - 
hold a dance, invite men to a Showtime movie, invite 
men as a charity event in which you hold a dance 
competition, etc. - without selling human beings. 

It is not the queer population's job to edu- 
cate Atlanta men that heterosexual women attend 
ASC, and it is not the queer population's fault that 
men decided the only way women would attend col- 
lege without their presence is if they were lesbians. In 
fact, heterosexual women should get angry with the 
people who hold the ridiculous view that esteems men 
so highly and women so lowly that they truly believe 
a heterosexual woman would never willingly separate 
herself from opportunities for male interact, and not 
with the queer population at ASC. 

What does it say about the prevalence of 
heterosexism here when ASC women feel threatened 
(and, therefore, coin the term "heterophobia") by the 
minority queer community because that queer com- 
munity is loud and willing to stand up for what it 
believes in, and is unwilling to allow heterosexuals to 
silence it and sit back, quietly appreciating the fact 
that it is allowed to exist here? Because that mindset 
tells me that you think queers should feel lucky to be 
here and that we should allow the heterosexual major- 
ity to practice the offensive unconstrained responses 
to homophobia that the outside world allows. 

What does “heterophobia" even mean? 
That lesbian voices on this campus actually replace 
heterosexual voices? I think not. What exactly have 
you experienced in the way of "heterophobia"? Have 
you had to explain to people that you were heterosex- 
ual, and had them treat you differently because of it, 
or tell you that you are going to go to hell because of 
it, or that you are hated because of your heterosexual- 
ity? 

Have you gotten nasty comments, rude 
stares, and threats when you hold hands with your 
boyfriend? Have you received nasty notes on the 
board outside your dorm room because you are het- 
erosexual? Have you heard people in the dining hall 
using a derogatory term for heterosexuals? Have you 
felt threatened because you are heterosexual? I seri- 
ously doubt you have. 

But you know, all these things have hap- 
pened to homosexuals on this campus. And in the 
bigger picture, when you have to hear of people being 
killed just for being gay, and their murderers getting 
off on sentences like manslaughter after having 
planned, raped, tortured, and murdered a young boy; 
when you have to hear of a Morehouse student being 
hit in the head with a baseball bat so hard that he was 
in the hospital for a week for being gay; and when you 
have friends that have experienced sexual 
assault/rape/violence for being queer, then you can tell 
me about "heterophobia.” 

You are not discriminated against for 
being heterosexual; you do not feel uncomfortable 
being heterosexual on this campus; and you do not 
feel unsafe for being heterosexual. | suspect you feel 
you will be attacked verbally if you do not agree with 
homosexuality, but that is not the same as what a 
minority. homosexual feels everyday in a number of 
ways. 

“Heterophobia" is an invented term so that 
you don't have to deal with your own heterosexism 
and homophobia. Think about it - how is the majori- 
ty on this campus really discriminated against?

Miss breakfast and you miss a lot

Cereal eaters are also inclined to have 
diets containing less fat and cholesterol. 
Choosing whole-grain cereals may boost 
benefits even more, New research shows 
that the antioxidant content of whole- 
grains rivals that of many fruits and veg- 
etables. 
Better weight control 

Breakfast eaters have the upper 
hand here as well. Data from the 
National Weight Control Registry-an 
ongoing study of people who have lost a 
significant amount of weight and kept it 
off-shows that eating breakfast is an 
integral part of most members' success. 
Nearly 60 percent "always" or "usually" 
eat cereal as part of their routine to stay 
slender. 

Children are affected by the 
break fast-weight link too. A study of 13- 
year-olds found that breakfast skippers 
were more likely to be unhappy with 
their body shape than those who ate 
breakfast. Kids who skipped breakfast 
were also more apt to have been on a 
diet to lose weight. 


Healthier hearts? 

There may be a connection 
here. A study of adults in Japan found 
that men who skipped breakfast tended 
to have higher blood pressures than men 
who ate a morning meal. The women in 
the study who did not eat breakfast were 
more likely to have higher cholesterol 
levels than those who ate breakfast. 
Those who did not eat breakfast were 
also apt to smoke more and exercise 
less. 

Kathy Mackin, mother of three, 
believes in the benefits of breakfast for 
her family. 

"We're committed to it. Eating 
breakfast makes such a difference in our 
energy level. It's usually not an elaborate 
event-just something healthy that will 
get us going for the day."

Wipe out Car Clutter: how to get your cargo under control

If you have cassette tapes, CDs, videotapes, 
DVDs, maps, toys, spare change, water bottles, flash- 
lights, first aid kits, umbrellas, jackets, trash and all kind 
of other stuff in your vehjcle, you've got plenty of compa- 
ny (in addition to plenty of stuff). 

"People spend so much time on the road these 
days, they treat their vehicles like another closet," says 
Sue Elliott-Sink, director of content for 
enjoythedrive.com, the consumer Web site from SEMA, 
the Specialty Equipment Market Association. "Then, 
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when it's time to give someone else a ride, they wind up 
tossing all kinds of embarrassing stuff into the back seat, 
trunk or cargo area." 

These tips may help you get all that clutter under 
control. 
|. Take advantage of unused space. A shelf that mounts 
above your vehicle's sun visors, and smaller organizers 
that attach to the sun visors, let you stash stuff up and out 
of the way. They also keep items out of children's reach. 
Organizers that fit under a seat let you stow items out of 
sigh, so the interior looks neater. 
2. Get the back under control. Trunk and cargo area 
organizers come in a variety of sizes, so they can hold the 
stuff you always carry - such as a roadside emergency kit 
- as well as groceries, plants and other purchases. Many 
organizers can be folded up when not in use, and some are 
designed to contain spills. 
3, Put litter in its place, Trash containers designed specif- 
ically for vehifes make it easy to keep the interior clean. 
4. Stop stuff from rolling. Some accessories are designed 
to control awkwardly shaped items. For instance, cargo 
wedges feature Velcro® on the bottom, so they stick to 
your carpet, and work like doorstops. Cargo nets also 
hold items of various sizes. Some have a built-in cargo 
bar that can be used to corral larger items against the rear 
seat of a van or SUV, or against the front of a car trunk or 
pickup bed. ; 
5. Add a console. There are consoles designed to go on 
the floor in front of a bench seat, on top of a front or rear 
bench seat, and between bucket seats. Several surprising- 
ly affordable consoles feature built-in power points for 
charging a cell phone. Some also have a light inside, so 
it's easy to find the stuff you stow, and others feature large 


- or adjustable - cupholders. Office-style consoles that sit 
on the front passenger seat can hold files, a laptop com- 
puter, pens, paper and other desk equipment. Some have 
a top that slides toward the driver's seat for making notes, 
too. 

6. Lock up valuables. A variety of organizers are lock- 
able. You can install a steel security drawer in the trunk 
or in the cargo area of a van or SUV. Law enforcement 
officials use such drawers to secure guns and ammunition, 
and they work equally well for cameras, purses, briefcases 
and other theft-prone items. You also can find locking 
consoles, as well as tool boxes that fit in a truck bed or in 
the cargo area of a yan or SUV. 

7. Keep stuff you need handy. Organizers that attach to a 
vehicle's headrest make it easy to keep items you use on a 
regular basis - like maps, sunglasses and CDs - handy. 
Some hang down the front of the front passenger seat, 
while ethers face the rear. These organizers are useful for 
keeping toys and videos within reach of children, too.

MLK Convocation features 
two admirable women

The annual Martin Luther 
King Jr. Convocation was held on 
Friday, Jan. 24 at 10 a.m. The convo- 
cation featured Constance Curry '55 
and Elizabeth Wilson, two women who 
played a role in the civil rights move- 
ment. 

The women, after introduc- 
tions by Sameda Bryant '03, each 
spoke briefly about their roots in the 
civil rights movement. 

Wilson spoke of how she was 
the first African-American in Decatur 
to receive a library card. She was very 
self-deprecating as she described how 
she won the 1984 election for the city 
commission, beating six other candi- 
dates in the process. She was the first 
African-American member on the 
commission. She was later elected 
mayor of the city of Decatur, and in 
2000 the city dedicated a statue in 
recognition of her work. 

Curry talked of her involve-

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Anti-war protest generates new pro-peace organization

On Jan. 27, the Not in Our Name 
(NION) anti-war campaign staged "No 
War Zones"-50 intersections in Atlanta 
designated protest spots. One of these 
was the intersection of Candler and East 
College. Agnes Scott students took this 
opportunity to gather between 4 and 6 pm 
to stand and hold signs protesting future 
U.S. military action in Iraq. 

The impending UN inspectors 
report on Iraq sparked the protest. 
Protestors held signs reading “Honk if 
you love peace" and "War is NOT the 
answer!" Passers-by enthusiasm was pos- 
itive, as honking and cheering could be 
heard from the loop and even the Quad. 

Heather Branham '01 organized 
Agnes Scott students, sending e-mails to 
student leaders and professors in the reli- 
gious studies, philosophy, and political 
science departments. "What's ludicrous 
about this is that no one is saying that the 
United. States doesn't have chemical 
weapons or weapons of mass destruction. 
There are plenty of other countries that 


have these weapons and the fact that 
we're singling out Iraq is kind of ridicu- 
lous," Branham said. 

The protestors were in general 
agreement as to what they think the U.S. 
government should be doing-listening to 
the UN and letting the inspectors have 
more time to do their jobs. "I believe that 
we need UN support before we go into a 
war with Iraq. I don't believe that we've 
been given all the facts about why we 
should actually be preparing for war," 
said Amanda Gillam '04. 

One of the main questions 
prompted by the protest was, "If war is 
not the answer, then what is?" Most 
argued that greater cooperation with the 
UN working towards peace was an alter- 
native: "You only have to look at 
Mahatma Gandhi to show that you can 
turn world history," said Alexandra Pajak 
04. 

Rebecca Yurman '03, however, 
countered with, "The burden of proof is 
not on us. Why are people in America 
and the rest of the world expected to pro- 
vide alternatives when we never dis- 


cussed the premise in the first place of 
war?" asked Yurman. "We're not in the 
position of having to explain ourselves or 
be viewed as the dissenting voice. I think 
we're in the position, rather, of asking 
why we're at this point anyways." 

Not all protestors were Agnes 
Scott students. Among the shivering 
crowd on the corner was Mary Jane 
Mahan. Mahan is a member of Atlanta 
WAND, Women's Action for New 
Direction, a group affiliated with NION. 
Mahan's mission was somewhat personal: 
her brother is a Marine. "I believe that 
peace and love is the only way to make 
the world better," she said. Her protesting 
experience was positive. "I practice when 
I'm out here: I practice acceptance, and 
true inner peace because there are people 
who are going by who are not so peaceful 
and I want to accept them for where they 
are," said Mahan. 

Since the initial protest on the 
27th, a movement on campus has initiat- 
ed an anti-war organization, the Agnes 
Scott College Coalition for Peace. The 
group has purposefully not elected a sin-

gle leader, but Yurman, Sharmily Roy 
and Laurel Henninger volunteer as the 
Coalition's main contacts. "Our platform 
is simply that we see an increasingly 
urgent and frightening trend of violence 
in the government's foreign policy, and 
we've united, for different reasons and 
from different backgrounds, to express 
our opposition to this trend," said 
Henninger. Twenty-eight people tumed 
out for the Coalition's first meeting on 
Feb 8. As of this printing, they are con- 
tinuing the protests on the corner of 
Candler and East College every Monday 
from 4 to 6 pm, and have a table with 
information inside Alston. The Coalition 
is also planning a Speak-Out soon, will 
hold a teach-in for peace on March 3, and 
plans to participate in a national student 
strike on March 5.

At what cost?: abortion laws

While many legislative bills 
receive little or no recognition before 
they are put to vote, a few bills in the 
Georgia legislature have garnered the 
attention of our nation before any vote 
has occurred. Currently, many law- 
makers in a Republican-controlled leg- 
islature are attempting to limit the 
accessibility of abortion. 

Enacted in 18 other states, one 
bill promotes "The Woman's Right to 
Know Act" in Georgia, which calls for 
a 24-hour waiting period before receiv- 
ing an abortion. Another bill requires a 
jury trial for the unborn fetus, balancing 
its right to life against its mother's right 
to terminate her pregnancy. Once the 
date for the vote draws closer, these 
bills will command national attention, 
not only for the proposed amendment 
of Roe v. Wade, but also for their blan- 
ket effect over all abortions, regardless 
of special circumstances. 

In the first bill (SB 23) pro- 
posed by Senator Don Cheeks (R- 
Augusta), a woman is required to wait a 


24-hour period in order for her to 
review information about abortion and 
its consequences. This informational 
packet includes a description of the 
proposed abortion, the related risks to 
the mother's current and future repro- 
ductive health, and alternatives to the 
procedure "that a reasonable patient 
would consider material to the decision 
of whether or not to undergo the abor- 
tion." It also includes the probable 
anatomical and physiological charac- 
teristics of the fetus as well as the ges- 
tational age of the fetus at the time of 
the abortion. 

"I am pro-life because I 
believe that a child is one from concep- 
tion. Abortions harm women, whether 
they are performed legally or illegally," 
said a conservative Agnes Scott 
College junior. "There is even an 
industry for abortions. Even though 
women who come in for an abortion are 
already under stress, their physician 
should provide this information. It 
doesn't intrude upon rights of women to 
reflect on this information. However, is 
24 hours long enough? Is it too long?" 


The more controversial bill 
(LC 21 7087), proposed by House 
Representative Bobby Franklin (R- 
Marietta), involves a jury trial to ensure 
that no abortion occurs without the 
state's permission. Any person seeking 
to have an abortion performed must 
first file a petition in the superior court, 
and the court will appoint a guardian to 
represent the unborn fetus. Next, a jury 
trial will balance the rights of the fetus 
against the rights of the mother. If the 
mother's rights exceed the fetus', a 
"death warrant," signed by a judge of 
the superior court, provides permission 
for an abortion. In the clauses of this 
law, the abortion will be referred to not 
as an abortion, but as an execution. In 
addition, no physician can perform an 
abortion without first obtaining a death 
warrant through the court, on the penal- 
ty of a felony murder charge or removal 
of a physician's license. 

"I am pro-choice because I 
believe that for the sake of women's 
health and safety, abortions ought to be 
legal," said an independent Agnes Scott 
first-year. "Abortions will take place 


whether it's legal or not just like they 
always have, and this bill will only 
force an increase in unsafe and illegal 
ones. By creating this delay for a trial 
before an abortion, this will also 
encourage late-term abortions, or if the 
trial lasts long enough, the woman 
could be forced to carry this child to 
term. It's absurd to change the lan- 
guage to turn it into an issue of morali- 
ty, which places blame of the pregnan- 
cy on women for something that wasn't 
necessarily their doing." 

Since these bills are blind to 
the circumstances regarding the con- 
ception of the fetus, this means that vic- 
tims of rape, incest, and mothers whose 
lives are endangered will also have to 
abide by these laws. If these bills pass, 
there is little doubt that fiery debates 
will be launched because these laws, 
like the issue of abortion itself, contain 
a vast gray area for interpretation. Even 
if these bills do not pass, they have the 
potential to create a lasting stigma 
regarding abortion. 
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Interim chaplin brings spirit of joy

Rey, Sylvia Wilson flashes a 
broad smile as she shows me to a seat. 
Her desk is scattered with a dozen post-it 
notes and phone messages, which attest 
to her rapidly growing popularity. 
Wilson's relaxed attitude and demeanor 
make one want to immediately confide in 
her. ; 

Wilson began serving as the 
interim Julia Thompson Smith Chaplin at 
Agnes Scott College on Jan. 2, and has 
already shown her strength as a campus 
leader, both spiritually and emotionally, 
through the difficult time following the 
death of Dean Shuronda Smith. She will 
remain in the position for six months or 
longer, until a replacement is found for 
the Rey, Laura Sugg. 


"This position came looking for 
me = I didn't go looking for the position," 
said Wilson. "I didn't seek out an aca- 
demic environment, but-! feel that I am 
called to do this job. Part of being called 
is being open to God's plans and being 
aware of your talents and when and 
where they are needed." 

Wilson joined the ministry late 
in her adult life. She received her mas- 
ter's of divinity at Johnson C. Smith 
Theological Seminary in Atlanta in 1990. 
"T didn't want to be an ordained minister, 
but life just took me on this path. Friends 
and family pushed me along, and I even- 
tually recognized it as God's call," Wilson 
said. 

The Agnes Scott environment is 
very different from Kenya, where Wilson 
served as a missionary during the past 


two years. "Conversation is sort of 
stymied by cultural differences there," 
she said. "The energy and the inquiring 
minds of the students [at Agnes Scott] 
stimulate and reenergize me." 

"The biggest challenge and 
biggest blessing here is the diversity," 
Wilson said with a big smile. "It's one 
thing to invite a diverse group of people 
into a space, and another to create a space 
that appreciates what each person brings. 
It's hard work to recognize that. I've been 
asked to be a pastor to this whole com- 
munity, but I am a Christian pastor who - 
I hope - has an appreciation for the way 
God speaks to people of other faiths." 

On Feb. 10-12, a committee 
reviewed the expectations the campus 
community has for the chaplaincy and the 
person who will take over the position. 


Wilson said that she would not decide 
whether or not to pursue the full-time 
position until after this committee 
decides what it wants and expects from 
the new chaplain. For now, though, 
Wilson will serve the Agnes Scott com- 
munity with an open heart, mind, and 
door. 

Wilson had only positive things 
to say about the Agnes Scott campus and 
of her first few weeks here. 

"My favorite thing here is the 
beauty of the environment - it's very con- 
ducive to thinking and meditating. I'm 
thankful to whoever planned this building 
and gave the Chaplin a comer office." 


Honor Code: Don't Quote Me

On Monday, Feb. 10, Mortar 
Board and Honor Court co-sponsored a 
panel that addressed the effectiveness of 
the Honor Code. The event was part of the 
Mortar Board Don't Quote Me series, and 
was put together by Sofia Chaudhary ‘03, 
Mortar Board Vice President. 

The panelists included Professors 
Lynn, Scott, Laird and Gibson, as well as 
Honor Court President and Mortar Board 
Historian Jameda Hugh '03. April Carter 
'03, Honor Court Vice President, moderat- 
ed. 

Carter started the Don't Quote Me 
session by reading a few stories submitted 
by students concerning the effectiveness 
of the Honor Code. She then read the 
Honor Pledge. 

Hugh then introduced Joy Payton 
'98, who wanted to turn herself in for 
breaking the code both socially and aca- 
demically while she was a student at ASC. 
"Quite simply, I was lazy," she said. "What 
I did was not just cheating myself; I stole 
grades and respect from my professors." 

The panelists then proceeded 
with the questions prepared by Mortar 
Board for the event. Dr. Lynn read statis- 
tics on how many students admit to cheat- 
ing at some point in their college career. 
"By default, many people in your next 
class will have cheated," he said. 


Dr. Laird, who, along with Dr. 
Lynn and Dr. Gibson, has served on the 
Judicial Review committee, said, "I like to 
see each person as operating within the 
bounds of the Honor Code. We are part of 
a community that articulates and holds 
important the idea of honor." 

"We should think of the code as a 
covenant among all people," said Dr. 
Scott. She continued that the code is "not 
only productive; it's essential. It allows 
me to be innovative as a teacher. If we did 
away with it today, my job would change 
immensely and negatively." 

Dr. Gibson said that the code 
makes it easier to trust that people will be 
honest. He stressed the importance of fol- 
lowing the code by saying, "You have to 
be concerned with the quality of your 
degree." 

Hugh explained how the system 
has allowed her freedoms as a student. "I 
don't want to have to cover my paper like 
I'm in kindergarten,” she said. "I'm an 
adult. I like that my professor — me to 
take tests without policing me.' 

All of the panelists agreed that 
for the system to work, the pledge must be 
taken seriously by all members of the 
Agnes Scott community. 

Dr. Laird summed up the impor- 
tance of the Honor System: "You can 
recover from a low grade," she said, "But 
your integrity can't be recovered." 
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State of the Union Address reveals Bush's ineffective policies

On Jan. 29, President Bush delivered the annual 
State of the Union Address, telling Congress his legisla- 
tive agenda for the coming year. I found the speech dis- 
turbing. President Bush's policies are economically

First, the president claimed that he wants to end cor- 
porate corruption. This would be wonderful, if he meant 
it.

He claims that the best 
way to get people back to work is to encourage eco- 
nomic growth.

Rather than passively waiting for companies to start hir- 
ing again, the government should take steps to lower the 
unemployment rate. There are roads and national facil- 
ities in need of repair and maintenance. It is a good idea 
to employ people to take care of these problems and "kill 
two birds with.one stone." 

Bush's desire’ to help the environment is even more 
startling than his desire to end corporate corruption. In 
his speech, he proclaimed that he wants Congress to 
devote resources to the development of hydrogen-pow- 
ered cars, which will release water instead of exhaust 
fumes. This recommendation is commendable, but it 
completely contradicts Bush's record. During his presi- 
dency, he has either ignored or repealed almost every 
national law designed to protect the environment. With 
this in mind, a question to ask President Bush is: 
Exactly when did you become green? 

Bush's foreign policy was another troubling aspect 
of the speech. He took great pains to criticize Iran and 
North Korea. Known at first as the Axis of Evil, they are 
now "Outlaw Regimes." I do not doubt that North 
Korea has illegal nuclear weapons, but I do doubt that it 
is the only country with those weapons. It is very 
unlikely that the United Nations will ever search the 
Pentagon to make sure that our government is comply- 
ing with weapons regulations. 

The president's statement about certain Al-Qaida 
operatives is also worrisome. He said, "Let's put it this 
way: they are no longer a problem to the United States 
and our friends and allies." At first, this comment 
sounds idiotic, then dangerous. What happened to those 
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suspected terrorists, and why does the president feel the 
need to be secretive about their fate? : 

The war on Iraq deserves a separate discussion. To 
begin, Saddam Husseiif has weapons of mass destruc- 
tion because the United States provided them when 
Communists controlled Iran. Is it fair for us to take them 
back now? The president presented many facts about 
Hussein's illegal arsenal. The U.S. government has 
known these facts for many years - why is it suddenly so 
urgent that we destroy these weapons? Nothing has hap- 
pened recently to indicate that Hussein is any more of a 
threat now than at the end of the Gulf War. In fact, the 
only thing Hussein has said is that any nation that 
attacks him will be destroyed, to which our president has 
in effect replied, "Me! Me!" 

Why is Bush so eager to fight this war? Bush 
has been quoted saying that Hussein tried to kill his 
father, the first President Bush. This fact may have more 
to do with the war than national security does. During 
his speech, Bush also described Hussein's abuses of 
basic human rights in an attempt to justify a war. 
Unfortunately, a war is more likely to kill Iraqi soldiers 
and violate their basic human rights, than it is to kill 
Hussein and end his cruelty. These soldiers may not be 
civilians, but they are human beings with a right to live. 
Therefore, such a war would be both unjust and ineffec- 
tive. 

The last problem with Bush's policies is their math- 
ematical implausibility. He wants to spend $450 million 
on mentors for disadvantaged children, $600 million on 
treatment of drug addiction, and $15 billon over five 
years on ending the AIDS epidemic in Africa - and these 
are only a few of his planned expenditures. These are 
wonderful ideas, but Bush also asked that taxes be cut. 
Under Bush's plan, a four-person family making 
$40,000 a year would go from paying $1,178 to $45 in 
annual federal income tax. That also is a good idea, but 
Bush cannot have his cake and eat it too, economically 
speaking. 

The ideas Bush expressed in his speech were most- 
ly bad ideas, and his record goes against every good idea 
he claimed to have. Ironically, his contradictory claims 
and his economic miscalculations sound strangely like 
the "trouble with the truth" and the "fuzzy math" with 
which he associated Al Gore in the 2000 election. 

I would like to conclude with a request. If you agree 
with my opinions, please write to President Bush or 
involve yourself in some peaceful activity that will show 
him that his policies are not the will of all American peo- 
ple. It is our duty as citizens to show our president that 
there is another way to lead a nation.

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Trust your government!

America is finding a new Mr. 
Rogers. As Fred slows down with age and 
considers retirement, we can all know that 
we are safe, because a man has risen to the 
challenge. A man of principle and hon- 
esty, a man we can all trust. His name? 
George W. Bush, President of the United 
States of America. And he would really, 
really, really like it if you would please, 
pretty please, just trust him. 

When he pledged to reveal the 
evidence that Iraq possessed "Weapons of 
Mass Destruction,” his big revelatory 
press conference was, "We say he has 
them, he says he doesn't. Who do you 
trust?" Want evidence? Trust your gov- 
ernment! 

When the administration 
announced its plan for more tax cuts for 
the rich to help the economy (Like Mr. 
Rogers says, "If at first you don't succeed, 
try, try again"), instead of offering detailed 
numbers about the calculations leading to 
the exclamation "It will help everybody!" 
the administration said, "Trust us." 

So trust your president, as he leads us into 
a war that the people of Britain and 
America oppose (A recent poll by the Pew 
Research Center reports that 48% of 
Americans oppose a war if it means 
American casualties, and it will, and that 
63% oppose a war without evidence of 
Iraqi WMDs, even with the president's 
assurances). 

Even though, with much less support in 
Britain than in America (On Feb.15, as 
half a million anti-war demonstrators 
marched in New York City, over twice that 
marched in London, and that's quite a lot 
for a nation of only 60 million), this war 
will have to be fought alone. Not even 
Saudi Arabia and Turkey, our allies and 
staging grounds for the past twelve years, 
want a piece of the action (Turkey wants 
NATO troops on its southern border so it 
doesn't get squashed for Bush's folly). So 
we will fight it from Qatar, a finger of land 
in the Persian Gulf that could be annihilat- 
ed by a single small explosive. 

Don't trust public opinion and don't trust 
world opinion; Saddam has the WMDs, so 
you better trust the government to do 
what's right. Trust Bush. Bush knows 
this, because his father knows this. His 
father knows this, because he was part of 


the Reagan administration, which gave 
them to Saddam to kill Iranis (who we 
hated more at the time). 

Trust your government when it 
demands Saddam prove he does not have 
nuclear weapons. As an exercise in your 
spare time, prove you neighbor doesn't 
have nuclear weapons. Dig up his yard 
(down to about 500 feet should suffice to 
insure there are no hidden bunkers), tear 
apart his house and car. Repeat this with 
his friends and family. Then ask yourself, 
does he rent a storage locker you don't 
know about? Have a friend somewhere 
you don’t know about? Obviously, you 
can't prove a negative. But that niggling 
bit of logic won't stop President Bush from 
waging a war for reasons 63% of 
Americans (more than approve of his job 
performance) oppose. 

Trust the president that we will 
find the weapons we gave to Saddam, even 
though they may well have been already 
been used, according to numerous Kurds 
and Iranians dying in hospitals (a war 
crime, and we wonder why Saddam won't 
tell us what happened to them). Trust the 
president we will capture Saddam and 
bring him to justice (if he doesn't take the 
exile plan we're willing to give him), just 
like Mullah Omar and Osama bin Laden 
(Whose latest communique said he will 
die in a terrorist attack on the US, but don't 
let that keep you up at night). 

Trust the president when he say 
he doesn't want a war. He wants peace, 
even though the Marines whose enlist- 
ments have run up are not being let go, 
even though over 50,000 soldiers are en 
route to the Gulf, even though there is a 
bill in the House calling for the reinstitu- 
tion of the draft, he wants and is working 
towards peace. Try negotiating with a 
burglar who's stealing your jewelry and 
keeping a gun at your head, you'll under- 
stand the Iraqi point of view.

Somehow, I 
knew that this experience would be well 
worth it. At the City of Atlanta law 
department I helped assemble a trial 
notebook, met the appointed City 
Attomey, sat in on a trial at the court- 
house, and attended a public safety com- 
mittee meeting. The next day I reported 
to the Atlanta City Detention Center, and 
after flipping through American Jail 
magazine, was given a thorough tour of 
the prison by the Chief Deputy himself. 
It was interesting to lear how the city 
law department represents so many dif- 
ferent interests in the city, including the 
police department. 

My week was not limited to the 
courthouse, jail, and City Hall. I was 
also fortunate enough to spend a day in 
the Secretary of State's office at the State 
Capitol and to assist in the Catholic 
Social Services office. While at the 
Capitol, I met Cathy Cox, Georgia's 
Secretary ‘of State, and observed the 
House of Representatives when the 


General Assembly was in session. This 
direct contact with politics in action 
gave me a better picture of what is 
required for such positions than a text- 
book ever could. 

I spent the last day at Catholic 
Social Services documenting dates of 
cases involving requests for political 
asylum for refugees from across the 
world. This gave me yet another view of 
the law profession. Several of the attor- 
neys gladly gave their time and expertise 
to represent these people pro bono, and 
such selfless acts made a lasting impres- 
sion. I realized how useful a law degree 
could be - not just for the promise of 
financial security that it may offer, but 
for the many opportunities it brings to 
help the community. 

Not once during this experience 
did I feel like a third wheel or simply an 
observer. I benefited directly from the 
events of the week - not only through the 
wonderful connections I was made, but 
also in the way that I was able learn 
whether I would enjoy doing these jobs 
day after day. 

Laura Baum '06, who partici- 
pated in an externship with Amnesty 
International, said, "Working in a job I 
was thinking of holding after graduation 
was a great opportunity to see if it is 
actually what I want to pursue." 

Externship week may have 
caused those involved to cut their winter 
holiday short in order to step into the 
working world, but it was an experience 
that provided a reliable example of what 
is waiting when we leave the halls of 
Agnes Scott.

The Georgia Institute of Technology's Chinese 
Student Association (CSA) held the first annual Miss 
Asian Atlanta Pageant at Tech's Robert Ferst Center on 
Friday, Jan, 23. 

The CSA organized this scholarship pageant 
with hopes that the event would increase public aware- 
ness of the academic and humanitarian achievements of 
Asian women in the Atlanta community. They also 
wanted to offer awards to the women for their outstand- 
ing efforts. Christi Oh '03, the only representative for 
Agnes Scott College, walked offstage with the title of 
"Miss Congeniality" and $250 in scholarship money. 

Virginia Maniquis, a Georgia Tech senior, was 
named the Miss Asian Atlanta Scholar, winning $5,000 
in scholarship money. Stephanie Spangler, a sophomore 
at Emory University, won a total of $3,000: $2,500 as 
First Runner Up, and $250 for each of her two bonus 
titles: "Miss Talent" and "Miss Community Service." 
Georgia Tech sophomore, Sophia Wei-Jy Lin, won 
$1,000 as Second Runner Up. 

This pageant is an important addition to the 
international culture of Atlanta. The Asian population at 
the College hit the five percent mark with the coming of 
this year's first-year class. 

"When I first heard about the pageant, I 
thought, Oh my goodness! There are actually enough 
Asian women in Georgia to have a pageant?" said Oh. 

Despite efforts to include Asian women all over 


the Atlanta area, there were notably few (i.e. one) Agnes 
Scott contestants in the pageant, primarily because the 
preliminary auditions were held when most Agnes Scott 
women were away for winter break and were unable to 
attend. The only Scottie in the pageant, Oh, had to com- 
mute four hours from her home to Tech's campus every 
time there was a meeting. Agnes Scott's Asian club, 
Asian Women (AW), is hoping to get the dates changed 
next year to accommodate more Agnes Scott women 
who wish to enter the pageant. 

Beyond the issue of accessibility, many Asian 
students on campus decided not to participate in the 
scholarship pageant because of the implications of a 
beauty pageant. 

"My parents were reluctant to let me enter the 
pageant until I told them there wasn't a fitness/swimsuit 
competition. Also, I gota lot of negative responses from 
some of my friends at church," Oh said. "But they didn't 
meet the empowered women I met at the pageant. All of 
these women had futures, talents, people skills... I felt 
like I was at ASC half the time-and that's highest com- 
pliment I can give." 

The pageant's program of events was varied 
enough to be unexpectedly entertaining. The contestants 
performed an ethnic dance choreographed by this year's 
Miss Asian America, Fala Chen. The pageant commit- 
tee prepared several short videos showing behind-the- 
scenes work for the pageant. The talent showcase 
included a Korean drum dance, a dramatic monologue 
entitled "Why Can't a Woman Be More Like a Man," a

swing dance number, and a song composed by First 
Runner Up, Stephanie Spangler, who both sang and 
played the piano. The Lisa An Fong Dance Company, a 
guest performer, did a Chinese ribbon dance similar to 
the one featured in Agnes Scott's "Night Under the 
Moon" Asian culture day. The contestants also per- 
formed a hip-hop dance. 

Following pageant tradition, the evening gown 
competition and the on-stage interview were the biggest 
events. The interview questions seemed unnecessarily 
difficult, asking women "What would you do to change 
the state of this country's foreign affairs?", "How would 
you solve the problem of anti-American sentiment in the 
world?" and "What would you do to decrease the num- 
ber of children who run away from home?" About half 
of the ten finalists who were asked these questions stut- 
tered under the hot spotlight, struggling to answer their 
questions within the allotted time limit. Despite the 
pressure during the interviews, the contestants seemed 
calm throughout the pageant, thanks to their personal 
poise coach, the reigning Miss Chinatown First Princess, 
Wendi Li. 

Based on this year's success, the CSA plans to 
hold the pageant again next year. As the publicity of the 
pageant spreads, the competition will grow fiercer. The 
qualities that the pageant looks for in its applicants are 
very demanding. Hopefully, next year, as more Scotties 
are able to apply, the pageant will name an Agnes Scott 
woman as Miss Asian Atlanta.

However scared Americans might be of the hip 
swaying and repetitive gibberish of the Macarena, 
Heather Graham and Jimi Mistry weren't at all afraid to 
tackle this cultural stigma in the new Universal Pictures 
film, The Guru. 

But why stop there? This film successfully sat- 
irizes Indian culture, along with American culture. The 
cultures are merged together for a comical hour and a 
half of awkward circumstances and farcical soul search- 
ing. 
One star of the movie, Jimi Mistry, is no 
stranger to the Indian culture, being of Indian descent 
himself. But don't walk away from this movie with his 
thick Indian accent stuck in your head, because he's no 
convenience store clerk ina cartoon. As a matter of fact, 
his British accent yielded multiple whispers at his 
appearance after the screening. 


He does not wish to be labeled as an "Indian" 
actor. Mistry said, "If you're an Asian actor or a Black 
actor, the reason you mainly get cast is because your her- 
itage is part of the story-line you're about to take on." 
Real racial barriers exist in the acting realm. 

Mistry's character in The Guru, Ramu, travels 
to America in hopes of becoming a star, but he bumps 
into those ever-present barriers of race and culture. Few 
people have faith that he will soar any higher than the 
common occupation of taxi driver, and he does toy with 
several stereotypical jobs. 

Providence does not abandon him, though. He 
accidentally stumbles upon the uncanny opportunity to 
teach and guide New York's elite society through a sex- 
ual enlightenment, posing as a guru. His well of advice 
is seemingly bottomless, but it is not entirely his own. 
He steals the advice from a female porn star. 

Heather Graham once again returns to her role 
as a pornography actress, trading the title of Rollergirl in 
Boogie Nights for Sharrona in The Guru. Unlike the 
former role, she keeps her clothes on in this movie; she's 
not totally uncomfortable with being nude, but she was 
thankful to avoid it. Graham said, “Luckily there was a 
female director, and I told her, 'I don't want to be naked; 


make Jimi be naked!'" She gets her wish, to the dismay 
and disappointment of the male crew members on set. 

Sexual experience ultimately accompanies 
working as a pornography actress, and Sharrona is never 
short on advice for Ramu. While providing advice to 
this lost soul, she also realizes her need for identity as 
she attempts to hide her profession from her ethically 
enriched fireman boyfriend. 

Sharrona is yet another step up for Graham as a 
leading actress, yet she finds that headlining a movie 
adds a depth of pressure she did not foresee.

The Guru cleverly incorporates the singing, 
dancing, and ornate costumes of Indian movies with the 
themes and setting of an American film.

A previous knowledge of Indian 
culture or movies is not required of the audience for a 
full appreciation of the humor, but it does help.

Programs helping women to take control of their own health

A new type of program has given women easi- 
er access to healthcare when they may need it most. 

The initiative allows women to get emergency 
contraception (EC) from participating pharmacies with- 
out first visiting a doctor or clinic. Experts consider the 
program successful, citing nearly 500 participating phar- 
macies. 

Before a woman is given EC, a specially 
trained pharmacist asks a few questions to make sure the 
treatment is right for her. If EC is determined to be 
appropriate, the pharmacist gives the woman the pills to 


take orally and gives her written information on EC to 
take home. 

Doctors say the approach is necessary because 
EC only works if taken within 72 hours of unprotected 
sex or birth control failure. That is not always enough 


> time for women to get to their doctors, should they feel 


EC is needed (whether the visit is due to a condom 
breaking, having unplanned sex without protection, or 
forgetting to take their birth control). 

"EC Pharmacy Programs are being embraced 
by pharmacies, healthcare providers, and consumers, in 
urban, rural and remote areas of the state," said Jane 


Boggess, Ph.D., director of the Pharmacy Access 
Partnership in California, where the program is current- 
ly in place. “Reducing rates for unintended pregnancy is 
an important public health priority for California. 
Improved access to emergency contraception could pre- 
vent half of all unintended pregnancies and greatly 
reduce the number of abortions performed each year." 

EC will not work if a woman is already preg- 
nant, and it is not the same as RU-486%which is some- 
times called the "abortion pill."

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An interview 
with Jennifer Young

-On Feb. 5, the first senior art show at Agnes 
Scott College opened to the public. "On the Verge" is a 
lively, eclectic collection, featuring photographs, paint- 
ings, installations, and many multi-media sculpture--vis- 
itors may even walk on some of the artwork. "On the 
Verge" is the brainchild of Jennifer Young '03, a studio 
art major. "I'm a transfer student, so I've been to other 
colleges... and every one that I know of has a senior art 
show," said Young. "I knew from the beginning, I think, 
that I wanted to do something, but it was kind of just like 
a seed in my mind." 

Young approached Roger Rothman, assistant 
professor of art, and Nell Ruby, visiting assistant profes- 
sor of art, with her idea. They were very supportive, and 
pushed her to develop the project to completion. "It was 
a lot more work than I expected,” said Young. "I've 
developed a greater appreciation for people who do this 
for a living." 

The project involved much more than just elic- 
iting participants. Young had to learn how to do every- 
thing, from the correct way to hang pictures to whom to 
invite to the opening. "Lisa Alembik, the Dalton Gallery 
coordinator, helped me tremendously," Young said. 

The title-"On the Verge"-is particularly pro- 
found, as the show perches on the third floor of the 
Alston Campus Center. "It's not a gallery, obviously, and 
there are a lot of lighting issues and stuff, but I think we 
did pretty well for the space that we've been given," said 
Young. She continued on to explain the ideas behind the 
title. "I wanted something that would describe all of us, 
but we have such different things... So 'On the Verge' is 
kind of like... we're all seniors, we're all on the verge of 
graduating, there's so many layers that you can use." 

The Profile had an opportunity to walk along 
the corridor with Jennifer Young as she talked about 
select works. 


Profile: "I notice some common themes, like women's 
empowerment, commercialism, and turning the mun- 
dane into art. Is there a set character to this show?” 

Jennifer Young: "Well, it's all a mix, because there are 
some outsiders, like Yolanda [Robinson 03]... her fami- 
ly is all artists so that's whdt she does. And then Sarah 
Gillooly ['03] and Jamey Fisher['03]... they were great... 
I met them and they were telling me what they were 
working on [Gross National Product], just like a side 
thing, and I was like, 'Hey, that would be a great dynam- 
ic in our show, because it's from formalism to commer- 
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ly with political and world issues... We don't know 


cialism to feminism." 


Profile, regarding Young's Untitled (Xerox installation): 
"This one... I don't understand, can you comment on it at 
all?" 

JY: "It's just a response to how the media and/or socie- 
ty picks up subcultures and puts them in the main- 
stream... And these people are just ordinary people, 
smiling, sentimental - it's basically like anyone can 
claim themselves as, for example punk rock or whatev- 
er, as long as they buy into it - the reason why you can 
walk on it is because I want it to deteriorate; it sort of 
symbolizes the deterioration of the original idea." 


Profile, regarding Nicolette Morgan's ‘03 Untitled 
(boxes): "I've seen Nicolette's boxes in her house... how 
is she experimenting?" 

JY: "She was having a tremendous load of fun making 
boxes... and exploring the actual material and what you 
can do with it." 


Profile, regarding Cara Steinbuchel's '03 installation 
What We Walk On: "Tell me about Cara's work." 

JY: "This is her response to commercialism... but in her 
way, it's also the issue of what's art. In her view, nature 
is art... this is why this is the art that we think of, like that 
would be on the wall [indicating drawings of leaves] 
except that now it's down here, what we step on." 


Profile, regarding Robinson's Untitled (photographs): 
"What do you think of Yolanda's piece?" 

JY: "To me it's tuning the mundane into something 
that's aesthetically beautiful... It's actually a lot more 
manipulation than people think." 


Profile, regarding Christine Shaner's '03 Untitled (paint- 
ing): "This work always gets to me." 

JY: "She likes to play with different materials, but also 
as she was working on it, it was like her subconscious 
was being manifested onto her work... It's not surreal, 
like a Dali or anything like that, but it's the concept of 
surrealism where your subconscious [comes out]. It's 
very elusive and personal..." 


Profile, regarding Young's painting Old Hitler: "Is this 
text from a book?" 

JY: "Both the text and the image are from 1942 
Cosmopolitan magazines... This is an excerpt from a 
story, and it's, | guess, my personal response to how the 
media manipulates the way that we think, and especial- 


because we're just one little tiny ant in this big thing, and 
of course we look to media to understand things. So, as 
a woman in the forties, she would read this, for example, 
and she wouldn't know the political implications of 
Hitler and the war and all this, but she'd be like, ‘Hitler 
sucks because I can't get guys because they're all off [in 
the war]!' It's also another example of how society 
defines femininity." 


Profile, regarding Young's video installation Periodic 
Female Weakness: "How did you get the idea for this?" 
JY: "I have a lot of friends who like pulp images... it's 
also starting to get trendy, too... so I wanted to respond 
to that. Aesthetically, yeah, it's a beautiful painting... but 
the concept behind it is so perverse and so disturbing to 
me, and I wanted to bring out the disturbing part... The 
sound itself... it just makes you uncomfortable... but 
actually the sounds are coming from [volunteers react- 
ing to a list, such as "What would you sound like if you 
had menstrual cramps?" "What would you sound like if 
you were thinking of your secret crush?"] stuff that had 
nothing to do with sex. And if you don't know that, it 
sounds very sexual, it sounds like porn. It's because of 
our associations with women... everything is sexual- 
ized." 

Profile: "I've noticed, just watching people come here 
and they'll listen to it-until someone else comes along 
and then they'll move on." 


Profile, regarding Jacqueline Urda's '03 Untitled (instal- 
lation): "I'm guessing this represents commercializa- 
tion?" 

JY: "Yeah, she worked on this the whole semester, and 
her original idea is totally different from what it is now. 
So she spent the whole semester refining it as an instal- 
lation. It turned out very unified and very strong." 


From the beginning, the show's feedback has 
been positive. "Our opening was huge," said Young. 
"Our food was out in thirty minutes, it was crazy. People 
even started showing up before six... the President came, 
Dean Zumwalt came, so it was really nice to have their 
support." 

Plans are being made to make a senior art show 
an annual event. "Next year they're [Dalton] thinking 
about doing instead of one student show and two or three 
professional shows, they're going to do two student 
shows and two professional shows," said Young. 
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The Life of David Gale

Death penalty, euthanasia, rape, justice. That 
sounds like a list of crime statistics and socio-political 
issues addressed by politicians daily, But it is also a list 
of themes and ideas that help to make The Life of David 
Gale an incredibly powerful movie. 

It is true that other movies have touched on 
these topics, and some have combined them into a mean- 
ingful bit of entertainment. But The Life of David Gale 
successfully weaves that list into a strong net of ideals, 
with acting, writing, and directing all playing the part of 
thread. 

David Gale (Kevin Spacey) is a professor who 
is accused of a murder in Texas, and is sentenced to the 
death penalty. The victim is his friend and fellow civil 
rights activist, Constance Harraway (Laura Linney). 
The irony of the murder is that they vehemently opposed 
the death penalty, and Gale is now in line to be its next 
victim. His only hope of survival is a reporter who, 
along with most of the country, believes him to be guilty. 

As with any good suspense thriller, there is plot 
twisting and unbearable anticipation. The film does not 
disappoint in that arena. Yet The Life of David Gale 
does not aim at simply entertaining an audience for two 
hours, only for the effect to wear off by the time the key 
is in the ignition. It instills continual outrage, compas- 
sion, disgust, and love. 

The full effect of the movie is due in large part 
to its spectacular cast. Kevin Spacey and Laura Linney 
are among the stars of the film, providing both talent and 


enthusiasm to their respective roles. Each actor pre- 
pared many weeks in advance by reading literature on 
the death penalty and philosophies concerning it. 

It is fortuitous that Spacey even landed the role 
of David Gale. George Clooney was originally cast for 
the part. In fact, Spacey admits that many of his favorite 
or most meaningful roles have come from other actors 
passing them up. When asked if he regretted giving up 
any roles himself, he said, "No. Even films that have 
gone on to be successful. Not because | thought it was 
a bad role, but because I thought I was the wrong actor. 
That my presence in that film would have unbalanced 
the movie." 

He must have thought that he fit well into The 
Life of David Gale, and most audiences will agree. But 
the audience is not the only entity to prosper from 
Spacey's presence. He feels that doing the role has 
shaped and changed some of his attitudes on the impor- 
tant issues, A forceful story, a controversial message, 
quality writing, and deep research provided Spacey with 
the opportunity to reassess his own convictions. 

Laura Linney, on the other hand, gained confir- 
mation, rather than readjustment. She found that her 
research and immersion into the part reaffirmed her own 
beliefs and ideals. 

She is also very proud of her part in the rising 
position of women in the film-making industry. It is 
economically based, and male leading actors tend to 
bring in the large quantities of cash.

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Presidential policies fuel abortion debate

Thirty years ago, the Supreme Court decided 
in Roe v. Wade that women have a constitutional right 
to an abortion. Today, President Bush's policies ques- 
tion that decision, satisfying pro-life activists and wor- 
rying pro-choice groups. 

Soon after his inauguration, President Bush 
banned the use of federal funds to support any interna- 
tional aid organization that offers or advises abortions. 
Later, the president appointed John Ashcroft, who 
opposes abortion, as his Attorney General. Bush also 
outlawed the further harvesting of embryonic stem cells 
for scientific research. Most recently, in the State of 
the Union Address in January, the president asked 
Congress to outlaw partial-birth abortions. In this type 
of abortion, performed near the end of a woman's preg- 
nancy, a fetus comes partly out of the uterus before its 
life is terminated. 

Pro-life activists are pleased by these policies but 
continue to fight for more limitations on abortion. 
Each year, anti-abortion groups meet in Washington to

protest the Roe v. Wade decision. Although these 
groups support the outlawing of partial-birth abortions, 
they hope for stronger bans on all forms of abortion. 

Republican strategists say it is unlikely that 
anything more thana ban on partial-birth abortion will 
become federal law, due to the nearly equal division of 
the Senate and the president's focus on other issues. 
Anti-abortionists are unhappy about these facts. One 
former activist told 7ime in its Jan. 27 issue that a ban 
on only one type of abortion would be a "catastrophic 
loss," 

Meanwhile, pro-choice activists are mobilizing 
against what they see as a new threat to women's abor- 
tion rights. They fear that when the Supreme Court 
justices that support Roe retire, President Bush will 
appoint conservative justices who will overturn the 
decision. This concern has resulted in a more vocal 
pro-choice movement. On Jan. 27, Time reported that 
NARAL Pro-Choice America, a leading defender of 
the Roe decision, plans to spend $2.5 million this year 
on pro-abortion advertisements. The group also plans 
to organize a march in the nation's capital before the 


presidential election in 2004. 

The opinions of Agnes Scott students about 
President Bush's abortion policies reflect the division in 
the nation as a whole. Some students oppose the presi- 
dent's policies. "You can ban abortions, but you can't 
stop people from having abortions .... We're going to go 
back to the coat hangers and the back alleys," said Jane 
Bigham '06. 

Other students agree with the president's stance on 
abortion. "I agree with Bush's policies on abortion," 
said Victoria Hamilton '06. "Right when the sperm hits 
the egg, that's a life. Anything that destroys that, tome, 
is abortion." 

Finally, other students approve of some abortions 
while opposing others. "Partial birth should be banned, 
but overall abortion should not be illegal. And no mat- 
ter what, it should not be used as a form of birth con- 
trol,” said Katherine Trantham '06. 

It remains to be seen how the issue of abortion 
will ultimately be resolved.

The panel and discussion ses- 
sion addressed issues such as the 
prevalence of eating disorders in the 
United States, their growing presence

McCord most articulately 
addressed the cultural milieu surround- 
ing eating disorders when she said that 
as a culture, "We don't know how to 
just be in our bodies."

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Abolition of Black 
Cat sparks cam- 
pus controversy

On March 21, Gué Hudson *68, associate dean of 
students, announced that the College’s annual Black 
Cat celebration has been abolished in order to aid stu- 
dents in their academic pursuits. Beginning in the fall 
of 2003, the week-long celebration, which included 
singing, a bonfire, and a dance, will not occur. 

- Hudson claimed that Black Cat detracts from 
students’ ability to concentrate on schoolwork during 
the beginning of October, when professors typically 
administer midterms for the fall semester. She also 
argued that Black Cat is too much of a distraction for 
first-year students, who have to contend with a week of 
parties while they are still acclimating themselves to 
the demands of college. 

Hudson’s decision has pleased the majority of 
Agnes Scott faculty. For many years, professors at the 
College have fought against Black Cat, making the 
same arguments that ultimately led Hudson to cancel 
the celebration. Since Hudson announced her decision, 
faculty members have been celebrating their victory. 
“It’s about time. [Black Cat is] an evil distraction from 
the work of the College, and I commend the revolu- 
tionaries who carried out this abolition. ... I plan to 
party for a week in celebration of this,” said Cathy 
Scott, professor of political science. 

“So the Black Kitty is dead. Don’t worry. 
Whenever a cultural artifact loses semiotic traction, 
even repeatedly, in the multifaceted kaleidoscope of 
those knowledge workings that invent and reinvent 
meaning/non-meaning, it can never be considered 
beyond the confecting understandibility [sic] of sheer 
energy to rest undetered [sic]. Then again, maybe 
not,” said Richard Parry, Callaway Professor of philos- 
ophy. 

In contrast, many students have expressed discon- 
tent at the abolition of Black Cat. “It’s the one real 
time when we can get away with anything. It’s the one 
real party week that this campus really has,” said Sonal 
Chaddha °06. 

“T can’t believe they took this away from us,” said 
Katy Rosenbaum ’05 tearfully. “For all my time here, 
I’ve been looking forward to Junior Production, and 
now, I can’t do it. After all, Black Cat is the reason I 
came to Agnes Scott. Since touring the school as a 
[prospective] student, and walking into Alston and see- 
ing the Black Kitty in that display case, I knew that 
Agnes Scott was'the school for me. If I would have 
known that it would be cancelled, I’d have gone to 
Springfield Community College instead. Now that this 
tradition is cancelled, I’m afraid I'll have to transfer.” 

The abolition of Black Cat definitely opens a new 
chapter in Agnes Scott history. The full effects of this 
controversial policy may not be understood for years to 
come.

Doctors and nutritionists regularly remind us 
to drink more water. Water is vital for human life 
because the body uses it to replenish fluids and to 
restore balance. The consumption of water may now 
have another benefit for the women of Agnes Scott, 
though: it can lead to increased chances of conception. 

This semester on campus, there are many 
pregnant women among staff members and students. 
When asked about their dietary and nutritional habits 
before pregnancy, most of the women replied that they 
all drink a lot of water during the course of the day. 
This was found to be the only common response. Is it 
possible that drinking large quantities of water can 
facilitate conception? 

The answer lay in a recent water quality test 
conducted by DeKalb County Water and Sewer 
Division of the Public Works Department at the 
College. The report provided by the County states that 
the water on campus and in the surrounding area con- 
tains an unusual amount of iron and folic acid. 

Folic acid, normally found in foods such as 
broccoli and leafy greens, is one of the most important 
prenatal vitamins. Women need about 400 micrograms 
(mcg) of folic acid before becoming pregnant, and 
between 600 and 800 mcg after conception. One 12-

ounce glass of water from Evans Dining Hall contains 
about 25 mcg of folic acid. Therefore, six glasses of 
water equals 150 mcg, nearly 40% of your daily pre- 
pregnancy needs. 

Iron, another vitamin found in the water in 
trace amounts, is also necessary for a healthy body. 
The Recommended Daily Amount for pregnant women 
or those who wish to become pregnant is about 30 mil- 
ligrams (mg). Although the tested water contained 
only about 2 mg of iron, that amount was still larger 
than in other sections of DeKalb County. This new 
discovery means that drinking water at Agnes Scott 
may prevent folate- or iron-deficiency anemia during 
pregnancy. 

While consuming water will not make you 
necessarily more fertile, having the proper nutrients 
and a balanced diet can make your body more recep- 
tive to conception. Even if you aren’t ready to become 
pregnant, drinking water at Agnes Scott can still have 
healthy benefits. The iron can help make up for the 
lack of red meat served in Evans Dining Hall and help 
stave off anemia, and folic acid will help make up for 
the undercooked broccoli that you couldn’t finish at 
lunch. Perhaps the old saying is true — the pregnancy 
phenomenon at Agnes Scott is due to “something” in 
the water.
